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BRILLIANT ACHIEVEMENTS OF 
KING MILAN’S TROOPS. 

THE BULGARIANS ON THE RUN AFTER 
MORE HARD FIGHTING—SOPHIA AND 
WIDDIN EXPECTED TO SURRENDER IM- 
MEDIATELY—AN APPEAL FROM PRINCE 
ALEXANDER,

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—The Bulgarians are 
on the run all along the southern frontier of 
their country. The oécupation of Sophia by 
King Milan’s forces is only a matter of a couple 
of days. The Timok division of the Servian 
Army seems, however, to have met with a rather 
sharper opposition in the direction of Widdin, 
at Kula, where they suffered heavy losses. They 
are now moving forward, however, and will soon 
occupy Widdin. 

Telegrams from Berlin and Vienna report the 
liveliest excitement on the Bourses of thuse 
tities. A general decline in prices is expected 
to-morrow. 

The Greeks, from all accounts, are doing some 
very bard thinking. They got ready to go into 
a general scramble for the partition of Turkey, 
but discover now that their expected allies have 
turned on each other. The Greeks, it is ap- 
parent, must face the Turk alone if they move. 
Hence it is believed that the Greeks will dis- 
creetly keep quiet, at least for the present. 

There are rumors to-night of a great move- 
ment of Austrian troops in Bosnia. The Hun- 
garian papers declare that a state of war with 
Russia practically exists and are clamorous for 
Bome Overt action. 

















BELGRADE, Nov. 17.—Gen. Topalovitch, 
with the Morava division, had a desperate battle 
with the Bulgarians at Trn and the latter were 
totally defeated. The Servians fought with 
great gallantry and captured two guns and many 
prisoners. Three battalions of Bulgarians sur- 
rendered. 

A battalion of Bulgarian volunteers stationed 
at a point on the Timok River capitulated with- 
out firing a gun to Col. Djuknitch, commanding 
the Servian Timok division. 

The Bulgarians yesterday evacuated their 
fortified position at Dragoman, which the Ser- 
vians attacked on Sunday. Details of the capture 
of the pass show that the Drina and Shumadga 
divisions under Cols. Michkovitch and Benecky 
were engaged, and attacked the Bulgarians in 
force, completely routing them. Hordesof Bul- 
farians laid down their arms, being panic- 
stricken. Several guns were captured and the 
pass abandoned. 

The Servian division marching on Widdin 
gave battle tothe Bulgarians near Widdin and 
inflicted upon them a crushing defeat. The loss 
was heavy on both sides. The Servians capt- 
ured 1,000 prisoners. The headquarters of the 
Servian Army has been fixed at Tzaribrod. 
King Milan has congratulated Gen. Leshjanin 
on bis brilliant victory at Widdin. 

The Servians have occupied all the positions 
in Dragoman Pass, and have captured the vil- 
lage of Dragoman. King Milan has sent a dis- 
patch to Queen Natalie announcing the success 
of the Servian Army. There is much rejoicing 
here over the news from the seat of war. All 
the plotters against King Milan have been liber- 
ated except Minderovich, a clerk in the War Of- 
fice, who is charged with perjury in denouncing 
his companions. 

Zia Bey, the Turkish Minister here, in an in- 
terview to-day, admitted that Turkey must act 
when Sophia has been captured. In what way 
Turkey would act he declined to say. 

The Servian Ministers at Constantinople, Vien- 
na.,and Berlin have furwarded to King Milan 
satisfactory reports regarding the view taken in 
official circles regarding the conduct of Servia. 

Great anxiety is manifested owing to the large 
numbers of Turks massed on the Servian'frontier, 
coupled with Prince Alexander's appeal to the 
Sultan for help. It is believed, however, that 
the Porte will merely protest against King Mil- 
an’s action in declaring war. 

Trains arriving at Belgeraae are filled with 
The fortress is being pre- 
pared for the reception of prisoners. 

The Servians admit that the Bulgarians de- 
The town was only 
captured after a second repulse and with the 
aid of artillery. The Bulgarians also elsewhere 
fought gailantly, but were outnumbered and 
outtianked, 

The people of Sophia are panic-stricken. 

It is admitted here that the Serviens lost 700 
killed and wounded in capturing Adlijeh. 

A Servian cevairy force has seized the high- 
way from Lom Palanka to Sophia and has occu- 
pied Glinci Pass, thus separating the two Bul- 
garian armies, 


TZARIBROD, Nov. 17.—The present Servian 
order of battle is as follows: Col. Benecky, with 
the Shumadja division, has ascended the Luk- 
noiska stream and is approachiag Slivnitza. Col. 
Michkovich, with his force, has reached Gentzi 
Pass, on the route to Slivnitza. Gen. Jovano- 
vitch, with a large force, is in Dragoman Pass. 
Col. Djuknitch is at Knyozevatz with tbe re- 
serves. Gen. Leshjanin remains at Kiola, which 
he has captured. Coi, Tovalovitch, with his 
force, is at Trn and 1s going to Brasnik, 
whence he will cross by a direct route to Sliy- 
aitza. Eacn marching division numbers 10.000 
—— The Bulgarians are concentrated at Sliv- 
nitza. . 

Prrot, Nov. 17.—Servia has decided to 
annex the Bulgarian area of the International 
Railway route, whicb will enable Servia to com- 
plete her line of railway; also the Widdin dis- 
trict, 80 that she can construct a railway to the 


Lower Danube by Chupria, Zaitchan, and Wid- 
din to meet the projected Roumanian railway 
from Krajova to Kalafat. 

Travelers report that the Bulgarians are hope- 
lessly depressed, and expect the Servians to 
enter Sophia _torthwith. There are only two 
battalions of Bulgarian infantry at Widdin. 


ViENNA, Nov. 17.—Prince Alexander of 
Bulgaria has senta note to the powers as fol- 


lows: “ Bulgaria, after espousing the Roumelian 
cause, did her utmost to comply with the decis- 
ton of the Ambassadors and to prevent agitation. 

he sees now a Servian invasion without Servia 
sending through the Porte, the only competent 
channel, an ultimatum, in conformity with in- 
ternational law. Will Europe, who is anxious, 
and Turkey, whois jealous for the integrity of 


her empire, permit Servia to infringe on the 
principle of that integrity on which they laid 


stress in the case of Bulgaria under a circum- 
stance of much less gravity? The powers 

now whence the aggression emanated. 
Bulgaria as a vassal is unable to declare war, and 
bas addressed the Sultan airectly on the. matter 
without getting a reply. She has ordered M. 
Tzanoff, ber special Envoy at Constantinople, to 
demand ot Ban from Said Pasha, the Turkish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Bulgaria has not 


violated the integrity of Turkey, because Bul- 
garia and Eastern Roumelia belong to Turkey, 
while Servia is an independent State, and vio- 
lates the integrity of Turkey for territorial ag- 
grandizement at the expense of Bulgaria, to 
satisfy Servian ambition and egotism. ulgaria 
relies on the sense of justice of the powers, as 
one must speak the last word on the ques- 
10n. 

Count Kalnoky, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in a speech closing the Austrian delegation to- 
day, thanked the members on behalf of the Em- 
peror for their patriotic devotion and readiness 
to make sacrifices for Austria. Speaking of the 
war between Servia and Bulgaria. he said he 
hoped the conflict would be localized. The mem- 

rs in dispersing gave enthusiastic cheers for 
the Emperor. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 17.—The Balkan 
Conference will reassemb!e.on Thursday next. 

The Porte bas replied to Prince Alexander 
that if he retires from Roumelia and restores 
the status quo ante Turkey will consider his re- 
quest for assistance. 

PHILIPPOPOLIS, Nov. 17.—The Govern- 
ment has caused placards to be posted through- 
out the city appealing to citizens to volunteer 
for active service without delay. 

ATHENS, Nov. 17.—The invasion of Mace- 
donia by the Greek Army is imminent. 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Vienna says: “At the Baikan 
conference at Constantinople on Tuesday, the 
Russian, German, Austrian, and Italian repre- 
sentatives wanted to dispatch a collective sum- 
mons to Prince Alexander to submit. The Eng- 
lish and French representatives objected. The 
eonterence was therefore adjourned.

A DRUMMER’S HARD LUCK, 





ROCKLAND COUNTY DOGS AND BULLS MAKE 

LIFE UNPLEASANT FOR HIM. 
Nanvet, N.,Y., Nov. 17.—A drummer 
named Paul Blummer, who claimed to hail from 
Paterson, N. J., reported this morning having 
had an unpleasant experience last night. He 
came to this place yesterday by the New-Jersey 
and New-York Railroad on the train that 
reaches here a little before 8 o'clock, and 
walked to New-City,a distance of five miles. 
On his way he was attacked by a fero- 
cious dog, which inflicted an unpleasant bite on 
his leg and made a good-sized hole in his 
trousers’ leg. The drummer finally succeeded 
in driving the animal away, and proceeded on 
his journey. At New-City he fixed himself up 
as well as he could, and late inthe afternoon 
started to walk to Spring Valley, four miles 
further. Before he had made two miles of tho 
distance he was attacked by another dog, which 
succeeded in taking a mouthful of the un- 
fortunate man’s coat before he was called in by 
his owner. 

Before Blummer reached Spring Valley he 
was chased by a bull, and in climbing hastily 
over a fence his foot caught and he fell squarely 
on his head in a pool of stagnant water. <A gen- 
tleman and two ladies who were driving near 
by stopped their horse, and the gentleman came 
to Blummer’s assistance. After the drummer 
had been wiped off and dried-as_ weil 
as it could be done with pockethandker- 
chiefs he climbed over the fence to the 
road again, looking more like a dilapidated 
tramp than a commercial traveler. The gentie- 
man offered to let him have some clean clothes, 
but Blummer declined the offer, saying he 
wanted to get out of “this infernal region of 
dogs and bulls” as quickly as possible. He 
reached Spring Valley soon after dark. This 
morning he walked to Nanuet, and from this 
place he took an express train to Jersey City, 
vowing that he would never visit Rockland 
County again if he couid help it. 





A DIVORCE FOR MRS. LOUD. 





THE COURT FINDS THAT SHE WAS CRUELLY 
TREATED BY HER HUSBAND. 


Bostox, Nov. 17.—In the Loud divorce 
ease, which was heard by Judge Devens last 
week, a decree nisi was given to-day for the 
libelant, young Mrs. Helen C. J. Loud, formerly 
Miss Mack, with leave to resume her maiden 
name when the decree becomes absolute. The 


court rendered the following decision: 


“This is a case which was heard at great length on 
cross libels for desertion and cruelty and non-support 
onthe part of the husband, and for desertion on the 
part of the wife. It isa cuse where the testimony of 
the husband and wife is in direct contradiction, a: d 
concerning several transactions where there were no 
other witnesses. It is not necessary to investigate 
the question which is right, or on which of the two 
to rely, or whether the party having the burden of 
proof has sustained by sutticient evidence his 
or her allegations, because the evidence as to 
other transactions comes trom witnesses s0 
numerous and apparentiy respectable that it is 
with entire clearness entitled to belief. It is testified 
that on several occasions the husband struck the wife, 
as after the first reception given at the Kevere House, 
when the wife was struck and thrown upon a cot bed, 
very cruelly and severely, the evidence being that of 
Mrs. Loud’s sister as wellas that of Mrs. Loud. The 
second time was on the occusion of the second recep- 
tion at the Revere House, and it is there testitied to by 
another sister of Mrs. Loud. The third time was in. 
the presence of the futher, when Mrs, Loud fell in a 
sort of fit. I'he last act of crueity committed by the 
husband was in locking his wife in the bathroom and 
keeping her there ail night, and the evidence of this is 
not oniy from her but ujso from her sister, who found 
her there 1n the morning. 

~ am giad that it is not necessary to discuss 
whether certain later scenes, as alleged by the wite, 
are supported by the evidence, as they are too gross 
for public discussion. ‘ihe other evidence submitted 
is simple, and I cannot believe that the four or five 
most important witnesses have committed perjury. As 


to the question of non-support, that charge ought not 
to have been made in the libel, the husband 
done allthat he ought to have done in that respect. 
Vbat part of the libel is not sustained, but that for 
cruel and abusive treatment is sustained, and a decree 
nisi will be entered for Mrs, da. 

“As to the libel of the husband, which is for de- 
sertion, she was justified in leaving nim, and his libel 
must be dismissed.”’

THE EXECUTION OF RIEL 





THROUGH THE DOMINION. 
FLAGS DROOPING AT RIEL’S OLD HOME— 
EXCITEMENT AT MONTREAL—SIR JOHN 
MACDONALD CUT BY FRENCH CLUBMEN. 
Winnirec, Nov. 17.—Last evening THE 
T1mEs's correspondent visited Riel’s old home at 
St. Boniface, a French town across the river 
from Winnipeg, where Riel’s mother, wife, and 
relatives reside, and found alt people in the town 
terribly excited. Flags were drooping at half 
mast on almost every building, and every one 
was wearing crape. Chimes of St. Boniface tolled 
mournfully as groups of half breeds gathered 
around the cathedral and Archbishop’s palace, 
discussing what they termed an outrage and 
threatening the Government. THr TIMES'S cor- 
respondent, accompanied by the Mayor of the 
town, visited Riel’s house and found his wife and 
mother in tears, but consoling themselves with 
the belief that he would rise again. His- mother 
has made preparations for hig second coming, 
and says that her son will yet lead the half 
breeds on to victory. Pére André, Riel’s 
confessor, was interviewed to-day and gave 
many interesting facts hitherto unknown. He 
detailed a conversation he had with him just 
previous to the execution relative to the mur- 
der of Scott, which Riel ordered at the time of 
the rebellion of 1870. It will be remembered 
that Scott’s place of burial has always been a 
mystery, in spite of the attempts of Orangemen 


to discover it. Riel said: “I have been re- 
proached with the death of Scott, but at this 
day I think it was only a political mistake, and 
by bringing the half breeds to a sense of what 
they were doing I saved hundreds of other lives. 
I think I made a mistake, but before God and 
my conscience I did not commit a crime. Sir 
John Macdonald is now committing me to death 
for some reason. I committed Scott because it 
was necessary forthe country’s good. I admit 
Scott’s shooting was mismanaged, but I com- 
mended it because I thought it necessary. He 
tried to kill his guard; they came and said 
they could do nothing with him. Rebellion 
was on the eve of breaking out all over 
the country, but as soon as Scott was killed it 
subsided.”* Being asked to divulge Scott’s place 
of burial, Riel said: **That’s not my secret. I 
have been pardoned once for his death, but Iam 
now going to die forit.’’ In response to a query 
of Father McWilliam Riel said: ‘1 assure you 
that three weeks before the Duck Lake fieht I 
had no idea of a rebellion, but it was forced on 
me by Gabriel Dumont and others, who came 
and said people would abandon me if I did not 
do something to bring the Government to terms.” 
Riel was then asked why, when the rebellion was 
fairly started, he did not act decisively by at- 
tacking Prince Albert and Carleton. He said: 
**] was afraid, for if 1 went with the Indians 
there would inevitably have been a massacre.” 
Asked why he left all his papers to be captured, 
thereby incriminating many, Riel replied: ** Dur- 
ing the last three days-at_Batoche I confess I 
lost my head. I toid Pierre Parenteau to destroy 
them all, butin the hurry and confusion he did 
not do so.” 

As to the disposition of Riel’s body, it was 
first proposed to bury it in the cemetery adjoin- 
ing the police barracks until such time as the 
authorities gave permission for it to be taken 
to St. Boniface. It is not likely this will be done. 
Pare André pointed out to the officials that if 
buried in the police cemetery the body would 
be stolen. Father André,suggests that the body 
be buried in the vault beneath the Catholic 
church at Regina. This will probably be done, 
as the authorities do not consider it advisable to 
aliow the body to be sent to St. Boniface. 


MONTREAL, Canada, Novy. 17.—The ex- 
citement over the fate of Riel shows no signs of 
abating, and to-day the imprudence of a French 
Alderman nearly brought about the war of races 
that people of all nationalities are in constant 
dread of. Alderman Robert, the individual re- 
ferred to, went about noon to-day and ordered 
the caretaker of the City Hall to haul down 
that rag, pointing to the Union Jack which was 
floating from the central, and run up the 
tricolor to half mast. The official had no 
alternative but to obey, and the French 
fiag took the place of the English. . That 
Alderman Robert acted on the promptings of 
outsiders there can be no doubt, as. a few 
minutes later an account of the affair appeared 
in Le Monde, saying it was the best joke of the 
day. The flag, bowever, had not been up tor 
more than half an hour when it caught the eye 
of Lieut.-Col. Crawford,of the Victoria Rifles, and 
he at once called a meeting of the officers ot the 
various city battalions of the Fifth Brigade, and 
it was resolved to_report the matter to the 
Adjutant-General, Lieut.-Col. Van Straubenzie, 
but as the City Hall is situated within the Sixth 
Military District the matter had to be referred 
to Col. Harwood, who agreed to go with them and 
demand an explanation from Mayor Beaugrand. 
His Worship informed the officers that the flag 
bad been put up against bis orders, and that 
Alderman Robert had locked the door of the 
batchway leading to the tower and taken away 
the key. He promised that the flag would 
be taken down as soon as the key could 
be found. The officers took him at his word and 
retired. Buttwo hours later they were again 
called together by a notice telling them that the 
French tiage was still floating over the City Hall. 
Again the officers called on the Mayorand told 
him that if the flag was not taken down within 
15 minutes they would haveit down by force. If 
the key 15 lost, they said, an axe is the next best 
thing. The Mayor, somewhat alarmed, prom- 
ised to bave the flag taken down inside the time 
allotted, and the officers went outside,to watch. 
In exactly eight minutes the flag was hauled 
down, and the volunteers who had gathered dis- 
persed quietly. The affair caused quite a sensa- 
tion, 

The only effect of the demonstration last 
night has been to irritate the more sensible por- 
tion of the community, and the utmost indig- 
nation is expressed at the blackguardly conduct 
of the mov at the statue of Queen Victoria and 
at the house of Lieut.-Col, Oulmet. One of the 


mob is getting up a cartoon of the Mayor as he 
appeared when climbing over the garden wall. 
The windows of abouta score of little stores 
kept by poor people were broken Dy stones, and 
three of the guilty parties were brought before 
the Recorder to-day to answer for their con- 
duct. The case against them was very weak, 
when suddenly eight French Canadians who 
were sitting among the audience came forward 
aud voluntarily made attidavits against the ac- 


cused, who were then remanded, 

The demonstration to-night was a complete 
fizzle. A mob numbering about 700 or . car- 
rying at their head an efiigy of Alderman Wil- 
son, burned it before his house, and marched 
through the city carrying a transparency show- 
ing the Alderman hanging from a gibbet. 

The Trapper Snowshoe Ciub, which is en- 


tirely composed of French Canadians, noti- 
fled Sir John by telegraph to-day that on ac- 


count of his inhuman conduct his name has 
been struck off the list of honorary members.

Col. Ouimet explains that he did 
his best to dissuade the Government from carry- 
ing out the sentence of the law, but failed. 

The different municipalities throughout the 
Province are passing resolutions condemning 
the Government. A mass meeting is to be held 
Sunday on the Champ de Mars.

The woman had a re- 
volver in her hand, and when Quevit entered the 
room she shot at him twice. One of the balis 
plowed through Quevit’s scalp, making an ugly 
but not dangerous wound.

Quevit, who is a tailor, came to this country 
ftom Paris five years ago. For 12 months be has 
been employed ina Clark-street clothing store. 
He and Adeline Duval met by chance in the 
street, became acquainted, and agreed to live 
together. He grew tired of her after many 
flerce quarrels and left her. She followed bim 
from place to place until he went to the 
National Hote! and registered under a false 
name. The woman learned last evening where 
he was, and, going to the hotel, registered as 
Mrs. Addie Smith. Oddly enough she was given 
aroom adjoining Quevit’s, and while he was at 
breakfast she entered it and awaited his coming. 
She saysshe dia not intend to shoot him, but 
was crazed because of his desertion. According 
to her story Quevit lived mainly on her earnings.

INVESTIGATING SERIOUS CHARGES. 

Curicaao, Nov. 17.—The State Board of 
Charities began to-day an investigation of the 
charges made by the Citizens’ Committee and 
the Women’s Club against the management of 
the County Insane Asylum. The main charges 
of the Citizens’ Committee are summarized in 
the following: That on holidays the institu- 
tion is transformed into a Jow saloon, fre- 
gpented by a host of bummers. On Fri- 
ay nights a dance purporting to be 
for the benefit of the patients is indulged in by 
the attendants, who are represented as loud- 
mouthed, incapable, vulgar men and women, 
indulging in undue fawiliarities with each other. 
The charges made by the Women's Club, based 
on the experience of Dr. Alexander, formeriy 
employed in the institution, include allegations 
that josufficient and unsuitable food is fur- 
nished in the women’s department; that the 
inmates are inadequately clothed; that the 
bedding is insufficient; that patients in the de- 
mented wards were obliged to sit on the floor 
for laek of seats; that attendants have been per- 
mitted to use stimulants, narcotics, strait jack- 
ets, and other restraints at their own discretion; 
that there has been neither diet, system, nor 
trained attendant service for the sick, and that 
the women's department is insufficiently warmed 
and ventilated, the dishes repulsive, and the 
dining table generally unsightly, 





WESTERN CROP REPORTS. 
ToLEeDo, Nov. 17.—Mesags. C. A. King & 
Co., of this city, have received 800 crop reports 
from Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, Kansas, 
and Missouri during the past five days. The 


wheat area sown this Fall will pot equal that sown 
Jast Fall, Indiana, Michigan, and Ohio report a 
small increase, while Missour!, Kansas, and I)li- 
nois show a decrease. The present prospects are 
generally very favorable. Michigan reports 
three-fifths of the last crop r2maining and Ohio 
and Indiana about one-half,and each has a sur- 
plus. Missouri has nearly one-half, Kansas one- 
third, and Illinois one-quarter, but all will have 
to import wheat to supply local requirements, 
The corn reports show the crop to be generally 


better than that of last year, and there is very 
httle of the old crop remaining.

VIGNAUX WINS THE SECOND GAME 
OF THE TOURNAMENT. 
SCHAEFER TAKES A BIG LEAD AT FIRST, 
BUT IS QUICKLY OVERHAULED AND 

BEATEN BY THE FRENCHMAN. 

Curicaeo, Noy. 17.—Maurice Vignaux 
won in 24 innings to-night his first game in the 
14-inch balk-line tournament, scoring 600 points, 
when his ¢opponent, Jacob Schaefer, had 
counted up only 445. The game was far more 
interesting than the one between Slosson 
and Vignaux last evening, and was witnessed 
by nearly 2,500 persons. Every seat in the house 
was taken long before 8 o’clock, and spectators 
stood inall parts of the house. Mme. Vignaux 
sat in 9 box with some friends. Mrs, Slosson sat 
with her husband in an adjoining box, and ladies 
were scattered all through the throng of spec- 
tators, 

Schaefer and Charlie Parker entered the hall 
together, just before 8 o’clock, and Vignaux fol- 
lowed a moment later. There were no prelim- 
inaries to be settled, and the two players 
at once banked for’ shots. The balls 
rolled down and came back together, stopping 
precisely on the same line. There wasa round 
of applause at this,and another when the two 
men tried it again and Schaefer won by a hair’s 
breadth. Then everybody settled down in his or 
her seat and the game began, 

Schaefer opened the game witha miss from 
the spot, while Vignaux, in his half of the in- 
ning,scored?. Schaefer captured two buttons in 


the second inning, but sat down with a goose 
ege for his half of the third. Vignaux took 





18 and then missed. Schaefer gathered 
the balls on the rail near the cor- 
ner and began scoring points at the 


rate of 25 a minute. Touch after touch the 

wizard” gave the balls, and his score rolled up 
to 50, 75, and 90. There was silence inthe hall as 
he started through the 10 for 100, and a burst of 
applaute when he toucbed it. The balls were 
still on the chalk line, and up and down 
the line they rolled, into spaces and out again. 
There was no “skyrocket” work on the table, 
but a beautiful exhibition of well conceived and 
well executed shots. Finally, on an easy draw, 
Schaefer missed, and took his seat with 132 more 
points to his credit than when he leftit. For 
the next four inningsthe balls were gracious to 
him, and he made runs of 45, 18, 25, and 48. 

Vignaux, in the meantime, had been playing 
in hard luck. In the seventh inning he was 
able to run up 20, when the balls skurried off 
to opposite ends of the table. In the 
eighth inning he came to the table with 
his score standing at 65, while Schaefer 
had that number plus 200. When he 
sat down he had 25 more. In the ninth inning 
he captured 11, and in the tenth 32. In his half 
of the eleventh inning he found the balls so dis- 
posed as to give him a chance for a big run, and 
he took it. Carefully played along the rail the 
balls clicked softly together,counting every time. 
A whirr of subdued comment rose up as the 
buttons were counted off in the Frenchman’s 
favor, and this deepened into applause when 100 
wastiouched. Vignauxsmileda little when he 
passed 106, his highest figure last nicht. and 
again when he rolled by Scehaefer’s§ score. 
Finally he took his seat afterarunof 166, with 
the score standing: Vignaux, 299; Schaefer, 293. 

Schacfer did not play so easily after this run, 
his opponent's brilliant success in the kiss-nurse, 
the massé, and general open-table play having 
caused him some uneasiness. Only twice did 
he score more than single figures, reaching 25 
in the twelfth inning and 62 in the fifteenth. 
Vignaux, onthe other hend,theld to bis stroke, 
and, with the exception of the twelfth inning, 
scored double figures in easy style, and in con- 
secutive runs, a8 will beseen from the total score 
below. The *“ Wizard’? seemed to go to pieces 
after hisrun of 62 in the fifteenth inning, his 
misses being wholly inexcusable from a profes- 
sional standpoint. He picked up a littie in the 
twenty-first inning, and, getting the balls to- 
gether, ran 37 before taking his seat on an at- 
tempt at a simple carrom. 

Still Vignaux continued to score, and still 
Schaefer's brow grew darker and darker, as he 
sat listlessly, with folded arms, or walked nery- 
ously about the table to get a look at his 
opponent’s play. The twenty-sevond and 
twenty-third innings saw the German take 
his seat upon small _ singles, followed 
by a goose egg inthe twenty-fourth. Vignaux 
had then only 10 pointsto go. The crowd rose 
to its teet and cheered every shot. as click after 
click resulted from brilliant, determined work, 
until the 10 points were made and the French- 
man had taken his first game.

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A CATHOLIC SCHOOL BURNED. 





THREE OF THE INMATES FORCED TO LEAP 
FROM THIRD-STORY WINDOWS. 

St. Louis, Nov. 17.~There were lively 
times at Glencoe, Mo., last night, when the 
Catholic Protectorate, unti! recent!y known as 
St. Joseph’s Industrial School for Boys, was dis- 
covered to beon fire. The fire originated in the 
basement in a corner where a quantity of lum- 
ber was stored, and burned so slowly that it was 
not discovered until nearly 11 o’clock, Then 
the occupants of the building made haste to 
quit it. Nine Christian Brothers, including the 
Director, Brother Teliow, ana 85 boys were in 
the institution at the time. They saved the bed- 


ding and a quantity of clothing, after 
which they tried hard to subdue the 
flames. They had only buckets with which 


to fight the fire, and as their supply of water was 
small their efforts proved entirely unavailing. 
The large three-story stone building, which was 
finished in 1876and which cost over $80,000, was 
burned between its walls, and the fire spread to 
the old homestead, a concrete building ad- 
jacent, which was also destroyed, 

During the fire in the large building, and 
while everybody was doing his utmost to save 
property, one of the Brothers and two of the 
larger boys remained a little too long in the 
clothes room, which was in the third story. 
When they started for the ground they found the 
stairways burning and allthe ordinary means 
of egress cut off. Nothing was left but the win- 
dows, and as the flames were tlying bigh and the 
moments in which to decide upon a plan of 
action grew less they found themselves in a ter- 
rible position, A leap from the windows might 
be a leap to death. The distance to the cround 
was 40 feet, but it was the only avenue of es- 
rie and from the windows the three leaped. 
All were uninjured except the Brother, whose 
injuries, although serious, will not prove fatal. 

Brother Teliow, the Director, said to-day that 
the loss on the Protectorate was $60,000, and the 
insurance was only $6,000. The Protectorate 
was projected about 15 years ago by some well 
disposed gentlemen of this city, who aimed to 
provide orpbans and children of the poor with I 
an industrial education. The philanthropic aims 
of these gentlemen took permanent shape in 
1872, when they purchased the farm of 320 acres 
in Glencoe, 26 miles from the age A They sub- 
scribed the amount for the farm, $23,000, and at 
once took steps to erect an eighty-thousand- 

dollar building. It was this structure that was 
destroyed.

He said he should claim that the ap- 
pointment of a Receiver would add $2,000,000 to 
the liabilities of the company. ‘The real 
estate appraisals were taken up anda con- 
densed schedule put in, showing the val- 
ue put on the various pieces of prop- 
erty by the policy holders’ committee 
aud the vaiue at which they are now carried. 
President Bartholomew testified to the correct- 
ness of the schedule, and then in detail as to 
certain pieces of property. As to the insurance 
building. which cost $845,000 and is inventoried 
at $600,000, he said that a number of policy 
holders were anxious to take it at that valua- 
tion; that he had figures from experts to show 
that it could not be rebuilt for ‘ess than that 
sum. This building is rated by the Insurance 
Commissioner at $300,000. The witness's testi- 
mony in detail was strongly in support of the 
valuation made by the company. 

At the afternoon session Judge Granger sug- 
gested thatthe two parties to the cause were 
perfectly familiar with the evidence to be sub- 
mitted. He advised that the counsel confer 
with a view to seeing it the case could not be 
shortened by harmonious action between the 
two parties. Counselattera conference entered 
into an agreement, and the plaintiffs withdrew 
the suit, the defeuse to pay costs upto this 
point. 

DISMISSED-BY THE MAYOR. 

Cotumsvus, Chio, Nov. 17.—In the Police 
Court this morning the case of Emil Kiesewetter, 
who was charged with shooting with intent to 
kill W. J. Elliott, editor of the Sunday Capitoi, 
was continued beforethe Mayor.

AN OPPORTUNITY TO THROW, 
LIGHT ON ELECTION FIGURES. 
THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY COMMITTEE AP. 
POINTS A COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
CHARGES OF TRADING AND TREACHERY. | 

The charges of treachery and misman- 
agement on the part of Republican workers will 
be investigated by a committee appointed for 
the purpose by the Republican County Com- 
mittee last night. The members of the 
County Committee gathered on the Grand 
Opera House stairways, only to find that 
a detachment from the Salvation Army had 
taken possession of their usual meeting hall 
and proposed to occupy it, for a season at least, 
The janitor, when found, admitted that 
a mistake bad occurred, and he _ escort- 
ed the Republicans toa hall on Eighth-avenue, 
into which they managed to crowd themselved 
after some effort. The Executive Committee, 
meanwhile, found a corner and, after a briet 
consultation, decided to recommend to the Coun< 
ty Committee an investigation of the events of 
the recent election. 

Chairman Edward Mitchell called the County 
Committee to order. The proposed amendment. 
to the constitution in regard to the fundamental 
test offered at the last meeting was taken up and 
adopted. Isaac Dayton argued that the doors 
ought to be opened even wider and that the 
only fundamental test required of applicants for 
enrollment in the district associations be the ex« 
pression of a determination to actin the futura 
with the Republican Party. The constitution, 
as now amended, requires of applicants as the 


only guarantee of good faith, that they shall 
be able to:say that they voted for the Republic- 
an State candidates this Fall. Hitherto the) 
test required an applicant to have voted for the 
man from Maine. 

Justice Soion B. Smith presented the call for 
an investigation proposed by the Executive 
Committee. It was amended by Col. George 
Bliss so as to require the investigating commit- 
tee to pay special attention to any papers pre- 
sented to it. As adopted, the resolution reads as! 
follows: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed,,; 
with instructions to invite the several candidates nom~ 
inated by the Republican Comaks. Convention for: 
county and judiciary offices who have failed to be 
elected,to preseat to such committee, after the 


publication of the official canvass in the 
City Record, any comparative statement shos7ing, 
misconduct of the canvuss in any Assembly or elec- | 
tion district, with any further statement in writ-? 
ing, or orally, relating to the subject that, 
thev may be pleased to submit; and that such 
committee, after receiving und considering sucly 
statements, report their conciusion atthe next 


meeting of the County Committee; and that such: 
comunittee be directed to consider generally the con-! 
duct of the county canvass by the Kepublican Party ia! 
the several Assembiy districts, and ail mutters con-} 
nected with the canvass such as may be presented by} 
any Republican or Republican organization, and to re-! 
port thereon. 


Co). Bliss unlimbered when the resolution wag 
introduced, and prepared to throw pepper. In 
his sharpest falsetto he proceeded to puncture

These 
charges, he declared, proceeded chiefly 
from two newspapers which sold out 
the party a” yeur ago, and neitber, 


of which could pretend to be Republican at this:

Either there was ignorance in its oflice or else) 
the facts bad been suppressed. He himself had 
made a/comparison of the returns and found it\ 
impossible to arrive at any intelligent conclu-;

THE FAT MEN’S SECRETARY SUD- 
DENLY BECOMES INSANE, 
AFTER SOME RECKLESS SHOOTING HE IS 

OVERPOWERED AND TAKEN TO AN IN- 


SANE ASYLUM. 


Murphy, station agent of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad at Westport, has 
been in the service of the company for 25 years 
and has been a faithful and trusted employe. 
Yesterday he hadsome trouble with his head, 
and Dr. Clark, of Norwalk, advised a vacation 
and rest. This morning Mr. Murphy attended to 
his duties as usual until about & o'clock, when he 
went to the house of ex-Senator John E. 
Wheeler, who had not yet risen, and insisted on 
seeing him. He went into the bedroom and ac- 
cused Mr. Wheeler of working with Mr. Watrous 
to get him discharged from the road. He also 
said parties were at work to get away from him 
his patent fora railroad ticket holder, which 
bas had a large sale and from which Mr. Murphy 
expected to make considerable money. Mr, 
Wheeler saw that something was wrong and 
soothed him as well as he could, 

When Murphy left he returned to the station 
and opened the ticket office for the 8:52 train. 
Col. Ferris, ot Norwalk, ordered two tickets for 
Bridgeport, worth 29 cents each, and handed out 
a One-dollar bill for pay. Murpby gave him 
$99 50 in change, and, when Col. Ferris told him 
of the mistake, was very angry and insisted it 
was all right. The train was at the station, and 
Col. Ferris took the money and went to Bridge- 
port. Mr. J. B. Morris, of Jersey cattle fame, 
ordered four tickets for New-York, costing 
61 05 each, and handed in $5. Murphy gave him 
$97 in change, and was again angry when told of 
his mistake and refused to rectify it. 

After the trains east and west had both gone 
Murphy locked up the office and took the horse 
car for the village. On the way he wanted to 
drive, but Driver Mills refused to permit him, 
Murphy was angry, and drew a revolver and 
fired several shots over the horses’ heads. Millis 
vainly tried to stop him, for Murphy is a very 
jJarge, powerful man, and Mills could not con- 
trol him. While Murphy was still on the front 
platform of the car Edward Godfrey was met 
going to the station with a wegonload of 
onions. Murphy raised his pistol and fired at 
Godfrey, the bullet striking the barrel against 
which Godfrey was leaning. Godfrey yetpre?d 
up his horses, and was out of reach before Mur- 
phy couid fire again. 

Driver Mills stopped at the market kept by 
Deputy Sheriff Kemper and rapidly put the offi- 
cer in possession of the facts. At that time 
Murphy was quiet, and he was induced to return 
tothe station. The officer accompanied him, 
and securing the assistance of six men, they 
gathered around Murphy and ata signal seized 
bim. Then there was a lively time. ele { 
showed a giant’s strength and threw the men all 
around the platform, and it was several minutes 
before he:was held auiet long enough to get 
handcuffs on him, He appeared then to be ex- 
hausted and sat quietly on one of the seats. His 
friends were consulted and it was deemed best 
to sepd him to the asylum at Hartford, where he 
was taken by the 1:23 train. 

As soon as Murphy’s trouble was discovered 
telegrams were sent to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion to advise the railroad authorities, and Mr, 
Prentice, of the Auditor’s Office, was dispatched 
to take charge of the accounts. Up to 6 o'clock 
this evening everything was found correct. 
There is no suspicion of any financial irregular- 
ity, and the visit of Mr. Prentice was only a 
usual precaution. David Gould, from the Nor- 
walk office, will fill Mr. Murphy’s place at the 
station for the present. 

When Mr. Murphy entered the service of the 
railroad company, 24 years ago, he was an Irish 
boy of 20, a rough diamond, but disposed to 
make the best of his opportunities. He was 
anxious to learn to write, and was assisted in his 
efforts by several commuters who took 
an interest in him. He was an assistant 
to the baggage master, and spent much of 
his time reading and learning to write. He 
succeeded in acquiring a great deal of informa- 
tion and the ability to write a good hand. He 
Was soon promoted to bo baggage master and 
filled that position well for several years. Then 
the station agent resigned and Mr. Murphy was 
ay ee to the vacant place. By tnis time he 

ad become well known along the road and every 
one who knew him was his friend. His kindly 
disposition and his anxiety to please were never 
wauting, 

In 1869. when the Fat Men's Association was 
formed and had its first bake at Gregory’s Point, 
Murphy was not present, although eiigible to 
membership, but every year after that he was 
one of the heaviest men on the scales, and he is 
now Secretary and Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation. About seven yearsago Murphy’s great 
increase in weight so affected him that 
he would fall asleep at his post, and 
his duties were to some extent neglected. The 
officers of the company would not discharge 
him, but they took him from the station and 
ticket office and made him conductor of a 
freight train. The result was beneficial, ang, 
after two years of this service he was a different 
man, and was again instalied in his old position, 
where he has remained without interruption to 
the present time, 

Now that his trouble has culminated it is said 
that it has been coming for some time, and 
many stories are toid of Murphy’s strange con- 
duct. Butevery one speaks with sorrow of his 
present condition, and not a word is heard to his 
prejudice, Probably he has not an enemy in the 
world. Dr, Clark says the trouble is fatty de- 
generation of the brain, and it is very doubtful 
whether he will ever recover. 

Mr. Murphy is unmarried, but has been the 
sole support of his mother, now nearly 90 years 
eld. e has accumulated some property.

ARGUING ON LIQUOR PROBLEMS, 


ea : 
ADVOCATES OF HIGH LICENSE TALKING 


WITH THEIR OPPONENTS. 


Bishop Littlejohn presided over the 
closing deliberations of the Church Temperance 
Society yesterday morning, and in his address 
congratulated the society in hearty terms for 
the progress it had made in molding public sen- 
timent against the evils of intemperance. Last 
evening the public sessions were concluded 
witha debate in the lecture room of Grace 
Chapel between the advocates of high license 
and prohibition. Ex-Judge Arnoux was the 
first speaker for high license, and in defending 
the bill proposed to be submitted to the Legisla- 
ture by the society said: “I detend the action 
of the bociety, first, on Scriptural grounds. No- 
where in the Bible is it a sin to. drink wine; 
every Where it 18 deemed a fearful sin to bea 
drunkard. High license Will reduce the number 
of shops, which now number more than all those 
in the city engaged in selling food of every kind. 
If you can lessen the number of shops you can 
just to that extent reduce intemperatice., This 
is the practical effect of high license.” 

Prof. A. A. Hopkins was the next speaker, and 
was on the side of prohibition. When he took 
the stand it was easy to see that the prohibi- 
tionists were in the majority. They shouted 
and stamped, and fora momentit seemed that 
the hardly concéaled fear of the Secretary that 
things might not go on comfortably would be 
realized. The Professor did not present many 
facts, cqnliping himself to a logical examina- 
tion of the meanings of the terms jicense and 
restraint. Asto the practical side, he said that 
high license had been tried at Des Moines, Iowa, 
with the result of increasing the saloons from 
12 to 60 when the fee was raised from $100 to 
$1,000, The other regular speakers were Col. 
W. ©. Beecher for iicense and the Rev. 
W. 4H. Boole for prohibition, To. the 
latter had been left e Scriptural side of 
the case in rebuttal of the facts stated by ex- 
Judge Arnoux. He summarily disposed of it by 
the statement that he didn't believe there was 
any of that wine now sold, and then read the 
proceedings of+various. church conventions 
showing that all regarded prohibition as the 
only proper course. This gave ex-Judge Ar- 
noux an opportunity to ask what influence the 
prohibitionists have if, in a vote of a million 
and with all the church influence behind them, 
they could only poll 81,000 votes. After the 
regular speeches there were a dozen or more 
five-minute addresses. These led frequently to 
asort of go-as-you-please discussions between 
the platform and audience, which was punctu- 
ated by virorous demonstrations on either side 
when a point was made. 


THE CHANGES IN A CENTURY.

GEN. WOODFORD’S ADDRESS TO THE SOCIETY 
OF MECHANICS AND TRADESMEN. 

The centennial address béfore the Gen- 
eral Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen was 
spoken by Gen. Stewsrt L. Woodford in Stein- 
way Hall last night. A poodsized audience, 
composed mainly of venerable New-Yorkers, 
listened to it. The speaker briefly reviewea the 
work that had been accomplished by the society 
during the past 100 years. The history of the 
organization, he said, formed an important part 
of the history of New-York City. When the 23 
honest mechanics and tradesmen met in a little 
room near what is now the great financial centre 
of the city and organized this society the re 
population of the American metropolis was only 


about 24,000, The society had grown in wealth 
prosperity, and usefulness just as the city had 


grown. 

The changes that had occurred during the last 
100 years, Gen. Woodford said, were varied and 
marvelous. The great things that were done in 
1785 were now done in very different and much 
easier ways. The people of the present day built 
ina single year what the people of 10U years ago 
could not have built ina  eagetee 3 of a century. 
The wonders now so readily performed by steam 
and electricity were not even dreamed of by the 
wisest men of 1785. Each one of the thousands 
of skilled operatives in this great city—poor and 
obscure though they might be—knew moré to- 
cay about the physical sciences than did the entire 
Faculties of Columbia, Harvard, and Yale at the 
time the Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen 
was organized. The men and women of the 
present knew more and possessed morej com- 
forts than did their ancestors of 100 years ago. 
The question might be asked: ‘* Well, with. all 
this progress, is mankind growing better?’ The 
speaker believed that the world was constantly 
growing better, purer, sweeter, and brighter. 
One hundred years ago drunkenness in fashion- 
able circles was regarded as one of the social 
virtues. Now a strong sense of public virtue 
frowned on intemperance of every kind. Pub- 
lic morality was stronger and more influential 
now than it was 100 years ago, 

Gen. Woodford said that trades unions had 
accomplished much good and they had done 
some.evil. Combined labor had emancipated it- 
self from the thraldom of capital, but combined 
labor had also sought to injure and erush labor- 
ers who were not in trades unions. The speaker 
thought that trades unions ought to put aside 
their selfishness and injustice and practice the 
virtue of magnanimity. : 

Gen. Woodford's address was prefaced by a 
few remarks by John H, Waydell, President of 
the socieiy. Chief-Justice Charles P, Daly, Will- 
iam H. Gedney, Charles T. Galloway, Douglas 
Taylor, David Jardine, John R. Voorhis, and 
other members of the Centennial Committee oc- 
cupied seats on the stage.

THE WRECK OF PILOT BOAT NO, 6. 
a 
THE SURVIVORS EXAMINED BY THE PILOT 
COMMISSIONERS. 

At the meeting of the Pilot Commission- 
ers yesterday the survivors of the pilot boat 
Mary and Catherine, No. 6, which was lost off 
the New-Jersey coast on Noy. 6 were examined. 
Oscar Stoffenden, who was in charge of the 
vessel at the time, said that at 2:20 A. M. he saw 
the green light of asteamer. The Mtter vessel 
soon hoisted a white light. The stranger seemed 
to approach, and the witness took out the bin- 
nacie light and waved it. Five minutes later he 


burned a torch, Five minutes later atill the 
pilot boat was struck. He thought that the 
steamer must have ported her heim, for if she 
had kept on her course, she could not have sunk 
the pilot boat. The latter, when she was struck, 
was lying to. The night, was dark and clear. 
The steamer backed away from the wreck, 
ulthough several of the pilot crew followed in 
their yawi and called for assistance. 

The other survivors corroborated the testi- 
mony of Mr. Stoffenden. They were of the opin- 
ion that the vessel which ran them down was the 
Haverton, an English freight steamer, Which left 
this port on Nov. 6 for New-Orleans, where she 
has since arrived, as she is the oaly iron vessel 
answering their description which was likely to 
have been at the scene of the disaster at that 
time. The boy, John Stein, of Liyerpool, who 
was lost, was called and was hauled out of his 
berth by one of the men, and was not missed 
thereafter until the survivors had left the wreck. 

The pilots of the lost boat were given permis- 
sion to build a new vessel, While it is being built 
they will cruise in a fishing smack, which will be 
chartered for,the purpose. 

The New-York agents of the Haverton say 
that the Captain of the vessel has not reported 
having been in any collision. 








DOESN’T LIKE COLORED MEN.

HOW ANDREW M’ELRATH GOT EXCUSED 
FROM JURY DUTY. 

Samuel B. Goode, the colored man who 
stabbed and killed Officer James North, of the 
First Precinct, on Aug. 21, was arraigned before 
Recorder Smyth yesterday afternoon. He was 
represented by Lawyer Charles H. Reed, while 
Assistant District Attorney Nicoll conducted the 
prosecution. The afternoon was spent in pro- 


cuting a jury, and the trial will begin to-day. 
Andrew McElrath, the third juryman called, 
was a medinc-siged, pleasant looking man, who 
wore gray side whiskers and eyeglasses. 

“ Have you any conscientious scruples regard- 
ing capital punishment ?” asked the District At- 

orney. 

* Well, yes,” he responded dryly, “I am too 
much in favor of hanging men.”’ 

** Then, Sir, I will be compelled to excuse you,” 
replied Mr. Nicoll. 

“TI won't object to him," interpolated the 
counsel for the defense. 

“In that eventI will most certainly accept 
him.”’ was Mr. Nivoll's rejoinder. 

“ Will you give my client, whom you will per- 
ceive isacolored man,’ was Mr. Reed’s query, 
“‘a fair and impartial verdict, the same as 
though he were a white man ?” 

“I'd like to," answered Mr. McElrath, “ but I 
can't, I don’t like colored men.” 

“Then 1 will excuse you from further jury 
duty in this court,” said the Recorder, ‘ Any 
man who makes sych a distinction ought not to 
be allowed to judge the guilt or innocence of @ 
fellow-being.” 

McElrath smiled and left the court room, 
freed from jury duty. 





SUICIDE IN A HOTEL. 

On Monday afternoon a man who regis- 
tered as John W. Evans, and who was so de- 
formed in one leg that he wore a thick gole on 
one boot, engaged board at Herschmann’s Hotel, 


No. 19 Great Jones-street, and was given Room 
No.6. He had stipper and retired at 8 o'clock, 
leaving directions to be cailed at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning. At that hour he was 
found dead on the floor of his room. He 
had taken his coat off; sat before a mirror, and 
shot himself in the right side of the 
head with a revolver atid rolléd on the floor. 
Roundsman Hogan of the Fifteenth Precinct, 
was summoned, and the room and the suicide's 
effects were explored. Ona bureau was a bottle 
of jaudanum, and in his effects were a number 
of papers and letters, among them memoranda 
to the effect that John W. Evans was born in 
Engiand in 1862, that be came to America in 
1884, that he hada brother tivine in Jackson- 
yille, 1il,, and that bis recent address was No. 222 
Nortb Main-avenue, Scranton, Peni. The body

THE FUNERAL SERVICES OF HOR- 
ACH B. CLAFLIN, 


A VERY LARGE ATTENDANCE OF MER- 


CHANTS AND FRIENDS—THE REV. 
BEECHER’S WARM EULOGY. 
Long before the hour for the beginning 


of the funeral services yesterday over the body 
of Horace B. Claflin the street in front of 
the house on Pierrepont-street, Brooklyn, was 
crowded. So dense was the throng that, half an 
hour previous to the arrival of the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, the doors were closed. The 
crowds outside and in were remarkable for tne 


air of grief and sympathy which marked every 
one. At noon those waiting outside were rein- 
forced by the clerks from the house of which 
Mr. Claflin was the head. To the number of 375 
they assembled at the store, and, marshaled by 
Heads of Departments KE. Schofield, Georze 
Conkling, and B. F. Cromwell, marchea to the 
house. The body, dressed in black, lay in 
the front parlor in a rosewood cofifin, with 
heavy silver handles. The lid was turned 
back exposing the face, which presented 
a lifelike and natural appearance. At the head 
of the coffin stood a massive cross of palm leaves 
and ivy and at the foot lay bunches of white 
roses and crossed palm leaves. The family were 
seated in the second story hallway, fronting the 
staircase. 

When Mr. Beecher took his stand at the head 
of the great stairway it was not easy for him to 
control his emotion. For a moment or two his 
tightly clasped hanas and the twitching of the 
muscles of his face showed how difficult it was 
for him to begin. The hymn “ There is a land of 
peaceful rest’ was sung by a male quartet 
from Plymouth Church, and then Mr, Beecher 
read the selection from the fifteenth chapter 
of First Corinthians, his utterance being choked 
at times, 80 that the words were scarcely distin- 
guishable. Tnen the quartet sang ‘ Nearer, 
My God, to Thee’’ and Mr. Beecher began his fu- 
neral address, 

“Tt might well be asked,” he said, * why, when 
the whole community shows its anxiety to ex- 
press its sympathy for the man who lies before 
us, so that this spacious house ‘s not big enough 
to hold one-tenth of those who wished to show 
this last token of respect, should the funeral 
services be held at his home. It is, however. 
most appropriate that he should be honored 
here. The delicacy and tenderness of his home 
ties, Which made his home the dearest spot on 
earth, the simplicity of his tastes, make it 
especially appropriate that from its portals hé 
should pass to his last resting place. He had 
for 40 years been connected with Plymouth 
Church, and from him we never had aught but 
sympathy, confidence, and affection: and there- 
fore on Sunday morning next I shall hold a 
memorial service in the church, and thus the 
wishes of his home life and those of his public 
life will have been carried out. 

“T have ceased to look upon death as an over- 
throw, and, except in rare cases, as a calamity. 
Sometimes there falls a man whose death is so 
fraucht with destiny to the Nation that when 
the link breaks the whole chain breaks. Surely 
it is not.a calamity with regard to Mr. Claflin. 
He had lived the life spoken of by the Psalmist; 
had lived long, in conspicuity, and reared his 
household tn the faith of God, and has gone 
forth in what might almost be termed the 
youthful prime of.old age. e has kept the 
faith, has fought his battles,and has, indeed, 
been crowned a victor. His career is a notable 
example of what follows a noble and worthy 
parentage, asound body, singular activity and 
discreet judgment, and the ties of early morality. 
In all the broad expanse from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, on the frontier, in the intermediate 
villages, wherever traffic is carried on there is 
no name s0 familiar as his, and in_ all these mill- 
ions there is not one base enough to cast a slur 
upon his memory, or to say that he was not 
worthy of the respect which he won everywhere. 
His word and life were truth, conscience, and 
honor, and no man ever won a higher title than 
he, who has come out, of the conflict with clean 
hands, an honest heart, and upright conscience. 

‘““Ot what he was to his own I dare not trust 
myself to speak. He made his home the year 
around an earthly paradise. He never aban- 
doned a friend until that friend abandoned him. 
Through good report, through evil report, he 
was ever loyal, without variableness or shadow 
of turning. And yet, withal, he was the most 
unpretentious of men. There isn’t a boy on 
the curbstone or a man in his employ, from his 
partners down to the porters, that could not 
speak to him freely whenever the occasion re- 
quired. And if ever there was a man who 
truly let not his left hand know what his 
right band did he was indeed that man. 
No pictyre art can put upon these walls. will 
more vividly recall to the minds and hearts of 
us all the goodness and loyalty of that good 
man than the memory of the countless deeds of 
goodness and charity that marked his life al- 
ways. Surely’—and at this point Mr. Beecher 
completely broke down fora moment or two— 
* Surely if he doesn’t tread the heavenly way 
to-day, then, in truth, may we all despair. He 
was not a member of Plymouth Church, yet 
underneath his sustainable levity, a buoyancy 
ever youthful, there was a deep worshiping 
element which made. him, in truth,a Christian 
man. He has heard God’s call, *‘ Child, come 
home’ aud walks God’s freeman in the pleni- 
tude of joy.” us 

Mr. Beecher then made a brief prayer, after 
which the choir sang “Ob weary hands,’’ and 
the benediction was then pronounced. All those 
inside were then given an opportunity to look 
upon the dead merchant’s face, and when this 
had been done the throng outside, beginning 
with the clerks of the house, were admitted. 
The family then took leave of the boay, and, 
accompanied ~ d Mr. Beecher, then proceeded to 
Greenwood, where it was laid to rest in the fam- 
ily plot, The services at the interment were very 
simple and were confined to a brief prayer. 

No. funeral in years bas brought out so many 
of the prominent business men of both cities.

ENLARGING THE SCOPE OF THE NEW-YORK 
MERCANTILE EXCHANGE. 

In acceptance of an invitation extended 
by the Executive Committee of the New-York 
Mercantile Exchange the grocers of this city 
and vicinity met in the rooms of the organiza- 
tion on West-street yesterday afternoon to ar- 
range for a representation of the trade upon 


the floor of the Exchange. Over 100 prominent 
firms and individuals in the trade had already 
given their approval to the scheme and assured 
the management of the Exchange of their 
hearty support and co-operation. The at- 
tendance at yesterday’s meeting was large. 
Mr. Rufus Cole, President of the 
Exchange, called attention to the fact 
that the body over which he __ presides 
is the pioneer of its kind on the west side of the 
city. i{t was desired, he said, not only to enroll 
the grocery trade in 1ts membersbip, but repre- 
sentatives of other leading mercantilp interests 
as Well. In order that the grocers ght fully 
test the advantages offered, he tendpred them 
the hospitalities of the agésociation, ard said that 
tickets entitling them to all the privijeges of the 
new building, soon to be opened, would be 
issued. In return, he asked them to hold regu- 
lar daily meetings at the Exchange and to co- 
operate in promoting its interests. 

A letter of sympathy with the objects of the 
meeting from Mr. Charles 8. Higgins was read 
by the Secretary,and Mr. A. E, Whyland, of 
Thurber, Whyland & Co., submitted a resolu- 
tion accepting the offer of the Exchange and 
pledging those present to avail themselves of 
the privileges offered in the manner suggested 
by President Cole. Messrs. Charlies F. Bussing, 
President of the New-York Retail Grocers’ 
Union; H. B. Crosby, of Paterson, N. J.; H. K. 
Thurber, of Thurber, Whyland & Co., of this 
city; Mancelia Folsom, of New-York, and oth- 
ers, spoke in favor of the resolution. Mr. Waldo 
Smith, otf Smith & Sills. was not so certain as the 
other speakers about the result of the proposed 
proceeding; still he was not, he took pains to 
assert, opposed thereto. The resolution was 
finally adopted unanimously.

STOCK FOR 178 CREDITORS.

THE NEW PLAN Of THE NEW-YORK . AND 
NEW-ENGLAND RAILROAD. 

Boston, Nov. 17-—Judze Devens, . ofthe 
Supreme Court, to-day 80 far modified the tem- 
porary injunction &gainst thé New-York and 
New-England Road restraining it from issuing 
its preferred stock in payment of its unsecured 
debts as to permit the subscription to the pre- 
ferred stock in cash by the creditors, and the re- 
payment to them of the money subscribed in 
discharge of their claims, This makes it possi- 
ble for the company to accomplish its purpose 
in an indirect way, and will subject.it to no in- 
convenience, 


Judge Devens, in his opinion, says that he 
held heretofore that the original plan did not 
comply with either the special statute authoriz- 
ing this corporation to issue preferred stock or 
the public statutes, from the general provisions 
of which it was not excepted, requiring that the 
stock should be paid forincash, Any stock- 
holder had a right to object if 4 statute 
requisition had not been observed, even if 
it was not possible to see that harm 
had been done to him thereby. The plan 
now proposed songht to attain the same 
object, that of issuing the proceeds of the pre- 
ferred stock to pay the debts of the corporation 


ina different way. It certainly was not an ob- 
jection to the plan that it attained the same 
end which the original plan sougnt if it did so 
by proceedings which were a compliance with 
the statute and not an evasion of it. The end 
sought was not only unobjectionable but desir- 
able, and it could not have been intended that 
this should be interfered with if the means by 
i a it was effected were in conformity there- 
WwW . 

Upon the point raised by the plaintiff, that 
the payment proposed cannot be considered as 
a payment of cash at parif the company receives 
this on any agreement that it shall be appropri- 
ated specifically, or that equal sums shall be 
appropriated to any defined object, the Judge 
says: ‘ By this construction there is added to 
the provision of the statute that the payment 
for stock shall be in cash at par the further 
provision that there shall be no previous or 
contemporaneous agreement as tothe mode in 
which such cash shall be employed. This is to 
extend the statute beyond its language and be- 
yond its real intent. That intention is 
that the corporation shall have the full cash 
value of all the stock it issues paid into its treas- 
ury, but if it bethus paid in the ei eg er 
may not only devote it to any lawful object, but 
may agree to deyote it to any such object. The 
object of the statute is that the corporation 
shall receive the full value in cash of the stock 
it issues, that the issuance of fictitious 
stock shall thus be prevented. To effect 
this is provided that it shall be 
paid for in cash, but the statute has not imposed 
a restriction upon gt lawful use of that which 
is thus received. If, then, the plan now proposed 
is to provide a fund from which its creditors 
shall be paid, if the cémpany receives the cash 
value at par of the stock it issues, its acreement 
that an equal sum to that received shall be de- 
voted tothe payment of the debts of those who 
subscribe for and pay in the stock is an agree- 
ment it may lawfully make, The temporary in- 
junction heretofore ifsued should not be so ex- 
tended as to prevent the execution of such a plan.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.— The Superior 
Court to-day granted a motion of the Erle 
Company in the suit of Proctor and others 
against it and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Company and others, consolidating this 
suit with the suit of Hafer acainst the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton Company, and en- 
tered a decree dissolving the trust agreement 
and releasing the Erie from its guarantee of 
a 6 per cent. dividend upon a majority 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
stock. A motion on behalf of the Erie Com- 
pany to strike out a large portion of Mr, Jewett's 
answer in the Hafer suit was also granted. The 
matter stricken out was along history of Mr. 
Jewett’s connection with the Erie and the Chi- 
cago and Atlantic Roads, in which he endeav- 
ored to defend the course he had pursued, and 
to criticise the action of the present Erie man- 
agement. The court decided that such matter 
was irrelevant.

Waco, Texas, 17.—The Central 
Trust Company of New-York yesterday filed a 
motion with the Clerk of the United States Dis- 
trict Court to amend the decree in the matter of 
the Texas and St. Louis Railroad Company ren- 
dered April 23 last so as to include sums agpre- 
gating $4,214,000, to be applied tothe payment 
of cost, claims, expenses, debentures, &c. The 
amended decree provides that, in default of pay- 
ment of the aggregated sums by Nov. 80, the 315 
miles of the road operated in Texas, together 
with its station houses, its eastern terminus at 
Texarkana, its western terminus at Gatesville, 
its land grants, &c., will be sold to pay the debt.

MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE. 


THE TRIAL OF ALEXANDER SWEENEY ENDS 
IN CONVICTION. 

Alexander Sweeney, the young man who, 
with Peter Smith, was charged with the killing 
of John Hannon, tye watchman, at the foot of 
East Thirty-eighth-street on April 7, was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree yesterday. 
The early part of the day was occupied by As- 
sistant District Attorney Purdy in closing the 
case for the prosecution. He described with 
great minuteness the quarrel that occurred 
between the man who was murdered and 


the prisoner at the bar, and he claimed that 
Sweeney was just as guilty of the crime of mur- 
der as Peter Smith, who fired the fatal shot and 
who is now awaiting death sentence in the 
Tombs. Recoraer Smyth spoke for over an 
hour in giving the case to the jury. 

The jury was out for about an hour, when 
word was sent to the Recorder that they had 
agreed upon a verdict. The jurymen filed into 
the court room and took seats among the spec- 
tators, the jury box being occupied by men 
nelected for the Goode trial. Sweeney was taken 
from the prisoners’ pen and stood in frontof the 
12 men. While the magistrate was attending 
to the cther trial Sweeney folded his arms 
and defiantly stared at the.men who were to 
pass on his fate. The stare was not returned, 
the jurymen casting their eyes on the floor. 
Their action made Sweeney suspicious, His face 
became pale, and he nervously whispered in his 
counsel’s ear, The Jatter tried to comfort his 
client, but. Sweeney shook his head and seemed 
to realize his fate. In answer to the usual ques- 
tion put to hima by the Clerk, the foreman, Henry 
Bruning, excitedly answered: 

* We—we find the prisoner guilty of murder— 
murder—murder in the first degree.” 

There was no sceneincourt. Sweeney's chin 
dropped on his chest and he was led back_to the 
prisoners’ pen, He will be sentenced on Friday.

ARDUOUS LABORS OF WESTERN - DIVISIONS: 


BOLUTION OF THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 17.—The annual report of’ 
the Lieutenant-Genera! of the Army is made public. 
to-day. At the date of the last consolidated réturns 
the army consisted of 2,154 officérs and 24,705 men. 
Nothing has occurred to disturb thé peateful condition 
ofaffairsin the Division of the Atlantic during the 
past year: In order to equalize the service and. preak 
up local ties the Second and Third Regiments of Artil- 
lery were ordered to eéxchangé stations, the 
movement being completed by the close of 
the fiscal year 1884-5. All the _ prelimi- 
nary steps have been taken toward the _ estab- 
lishment of the new post at Atlanta, and within a rea- 
sonable period its completion is hoped for. A smell 
sum of money has been given for the enlargement of 
Fort Niagara and for the construction of new set of 
barracks at Fort Hamilton. Nothing, says the report, 
has yet been done in this diyision for the protection 
of our seaboard by the improvement, enlargement, or 
increase and armament of our fortifications, so that 
many of our large cities are still at the mercy of the 
fronclads of foreign nations in case of rupture of our 
relations, but it is hoped that public sentiment will be- 
fore long prevail on Congress for liberal ,appropria- 
tionsin this respect. 

The Division of the Missouri has had disturbances, 
which have severely taxed the troops and the supply 
departments of the Government. First came the 
Oklahoma invaders, who undertook to take possession 
of cértain lands in the Indian Territory. ‘The sin- 
cerity of the leaders of the Oklahoma colony,” writes 


Gen. Sheridan, ‘‘mag well be doubted, but they were 
bold in thelr moveménts, and carried their scheme to 
the verge of bloodshed. The belief exists that thelr 
intention was not actual settlement but to call the 
attention of Congress to the opening up of the Indian 
Territory, and that money was subscribed for their 
patposes by interested ‘corporations. The Okla- 

oma demonstration commenced about the time 
of the meeting of Congress last year and continued 
during the Winter. and § rig: entailing great 
Rarosnips on the officers and mén stationed in the 
Indian 'erritory and the regions of country adjacent 
thereto, who were in the field almost continuously tor 
a period of about six months. The designs of the in- 
vaders were frustrated without a collision, and for the 
able management of a most delicate and often danger- 
ous situation the commendations bestowed on Col. 
Edward. Hatch jby ‘the division commander are fully 
indorsed. Following the Oklahoma invasion camethe 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe disturbance, which threat- 
ened fora time al) the horrors of an Indian war. For 
the true cause gf this troublé and the particulars of its 
settlement I refer to my report to the President made 
in July last. The speedy and firm action of the si- 
dent in redressing the grievous wrongs that had been 
done the Cheyennes and Ara he @n- 


tribes as scouts obliterated a trou 

near being very serious, and which without a 

ful solution would have been destructive of life and 
property on the borders of Kansas, Colorado, and 
Texas. Atoohg other disturbances that took place in 
this division, [ may mention that of the Southern Utes, 
near Fort Lewis, Colorado, and the Mescalero Apaches, 
near Fort Stanton, New-Mexico. These had their 
foundation in short rations, and cannot be said to have 
gone further than to alarm the surrounding settle- 
ments, and prompt action onthe part of the Indian 
Department in supplying necessities soon produced 
satisfaction and allayed the ifritation. In the south- 
western corner of New-Mexico many lives have been 
lost by the invasion of a small body of Chiricahua 
Apaches from Arizona, and for a time the commerce 
of that region was seriously affected. A iarge number 
of troops are at present operat in the district with 
the view of its protection, and &m in hopes of an 
early settlement of the Apache difficulty in such man- 
ner as will forever prevent a recurrence of the raids of 
these Indians. 

‘In the Northwest Gen. Terry, commanding the 
Department of Dakota, was. obliged to keep a large 
number of troops in the field on account of the Riel 
rebellion in the Dominion of Canada. in order to satis- 
fy the Dominion authorities that we would prevent In- 
dians on our aidé of the line rendering Hiel any as- 
sistance and also to prevent the Manitoba Indians 
from crossing into Montana and Dakota. Our In- 
dians, however; manifested little or no interest in the 
rebellion, and the capture of Riel and the dispersion of 
his followers in a short period relieved the troops 
from further watchfulness on this account. Gen. 
Howard, commanding the Department of the Platt 
in addition to furnishing troops to the Department o 
the Missouri forthe apprehended difficulties with the 
Cheyennes,’had and now has to provide troops on ac- 
count of the Chinese labor troubles at Rock Springs, 
in Wyoming, and other points on the Union Pacific 
Railroad. The Department of Texas, commanded by 
Brig.-Gen. D. 8. Staniey, has had unusual quiet during 
the year, but has furnished its quota of troops to aid 


‘{n the protection of New-Mexico from the Apacnes, 


and also all it could spare for operations in the In- 
dian Territory. When we come to ee iate the duties 
performed by the troopsin the Division of the Mis- 
souri, it will be seen that they have been most arduous 
and responsible, requiring a degree of activity far be- 
yond anticipation, and often cccurring under tryin 
disadvantages in so far as relates to means of tel 
transportation. The hiring of fleld transportation in 
cases ot emergency is expensive, unsatisfactory, and 
vexatious. 
“The situation in that part of the Division of the 
Pacific comprising the southeastern portion of the De- 
artment of Arizona has been, I regret to say, far 
rom satisfactory. So long as Gen. Crook had control 
of the Apaches, under ‘the agreement between the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Interior, 
matters went on very wellin Arizona, but when con- 
tentions began under the divided authority that ex- 
sted a year ago, distrust and trouble arose among the 
Indians, and continued until the outbreak of the Chiri- 
cenhuas in May last. The outbreak was petulant and 
without cause, and embraced only part of the tribe, 
but this element comprised the young and most vigor- 
ous. The conduct of this band, not exceeding 42 men 
and 92 squaws, was fiendish in the extreme. Unprotected 
and unarmed people were murdered wherever met on 
thelr route, and when pressed by the troops they scat- 
tered like a fiock of rg and came together again at 
some designated point from 50 to 100 miles distant. 
They eventually crossed the line into Mexico, think- 
ing, perbaps, they might escape pursuit; but our 
agreement with the Government of Mexico enabled 
us to continue the chase, with occagional conflicts, 
which have resulted in the killing of a small number, 
robably not exceeding 12, and the capture of over 
0 women and children. They should all be ex- 
terminated or captured, and have the greatest 
confidence in Gen. Crook's ability to accomplish this 
urpose, though the difticulties are very great. 
‘he country in that section isrough and mountain- 
ous, and the ability of this band of desperadoes 
to steal horses and mount themselves, gives them 
jlarge advantages. ‘lhey have, of course, greatly par- 
alyzed the commerce of the country, and business in- 
terests have suffered and chafed under the interruption. 
I beg the peopie in that sectionto bear in mind that 
Gen. Crook is the best man we have to deal with these 





hostile Indians, and will accomplish more in the end 
than perhaps any man ip the army. He is familiar 
with the Indians and the country, and, unfortunate as 
the people of Arizona and New-Mexico have. deen, 
there ts no otherman in the army who could do any 
better or who is more wrapped up in the welfare of the 
people inthat section as regards iife, property, and 
business interests. Inthe pursuit of this hostile band 
in Mexico, under the agreement, our officers and men 
have been treated with consideration and kindness, 
which it is my duty to acknowledge. I take great 
pleasure in commending Gen. Crook for the admirable 
disposition of his troops and his steady perseverance 
under disheartening circumstances,” _ 

Of the Indian question Gen. Sheridan says: ‘On 
necount of the rapid growth of our Western settle- 
ments thearmy is obliged in some places to protect 
white people from Indians, while in other places it is 
protecting the Indians jn their persons and property 
trom the whites, ‘he lndians are the richest people 
in this country as communities. Their reservations 
include some of the best land, and if divided among 
the heads of families each family would have thou- 
sands of acres. If lL may be permitted to suggest I 
would recommend that each family be given and 
located on the $20 acres now provided for them by 
law in case of actuai settlement. The Government 
should then condemn all the balance of each 
reservation, buy it in at $1 25 per acre, and 
with the proceeds purchase Government bonds, 
to be held in trust by the Interlor Department, 
only giving to the Indians each year the interest on 
the bonds for their support. Let this money, if you 
please, be disbursed the same as the money appropri- 
ated each year by Congress... The practical working 
would beabout as follows: The Crow indians, for in- 
stance. have nearly 4,800,000 acres of land. There are not 
more than 8,300 of them, and counting five persons to 
a fumily—a large estimate—they could be settied 
separately on 820 acres tor each family and then have 
over 4,500,000 acres left, which the Government could 
buy of them when condemned, If the proceeds were 
invested in Government bonds, and the interest used 
for their support, it would be more money than ts now 
appropriated by Congress for'thelr yearly maintenance. 
It would be their own money, and take the question 
of annual appropriations for them out of Congress. 
Take the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians as another 
example. They have nearly 4,300,000 acres; 2,00,000 
would settle them in severalty, and the 4,100,000 
acres remaining, it purchased by the Government in 
the manner described, would yield an annual interest 
sufficient for their support. ‘'he Ute Indians have 
about 5,100,000 acres, which, if purchased in the same 
way, would furnish a revenue adequate for their sup- 
port. The same plan could be extended to cover 
most of the Indian reservations in the country. 
1 only propose that the Government should buy 
theselands for simplicity and safety. Settlers and 
speculators would buy them and take them at the aver- 
age of $1 25 per acre. Some of them are now worth *8 
or $10 per acre. In this way the Indians would 
have perpetual security in the principal untti Congress 
chooses to give it tothem to be used as they may see 
fit, Lhe Government would lose nothing and the In- 
dians would only be getting the value of their property 
safely invested. The Indians are not poor;they are only 
incompetent at the présent time to take care of their 
own property. and therefore require looking after. 'The 
treaties we have made with them might interfere with 
the condemnation and purchase of these lands by the 
Government, but Congress could easily devise some 
means of overcoming this difficulty. 

*L cannot agree with Gen. Miles in his recommenda- 
tions regarding the indian Territory or in his confi- 
dence in-theability of the Indian to make himself 
self-supporting in so shortatime. Atl our experience 
heretofore does not warrant such confidence, and such 
opinions should be regarded as individual rather than 
representative of thearmy. ‘i'he processes of civiliza- 
tion must necessarily be slow,and will no doubt be 
worked out in timeif firmness and falr treatment is 
observed and a steady policy be pursued, but the ultl- 
mate result ts still some distance in the fut- 
ure. When _ tribe becomes refractory or has 
worked itself into a state of open revolt, its temporary 
transfer to the control of the military for 
discipline, as has recently been done wit 
ennes and Ararahoes in the Indian Territory, an 
Apaches in Arizona, will be found of benefit, but the 
permanent control of the Indians, is not desired by the 
army at large. ‘The Seminole Indian scouts, nowinthe 
vicinity of Fort Clark, ‘'exas, (mentioned In my last re- 
port.) have not as yet been brought back to the Indian 

erritory. Sympathy for them Is very great. and the 
injustice they have undergone for about 18 years has 
often been referred to without effect. They are a good 
people, and should be provided for in the Indian Terri- 
tory.’ 

The Lieutenant-General commends the recommend. 
ations of the Adjutant-General regarding promotion to 
the rank of Field Officer, and thinks the law shouid be 
changed to correspond with the views he expresses on 
the subject. He has not discovered anything to 
change his views, expressed last yeur, asto the cause 
of desertions. He calls attention to the necessity of 
concentrating troops near the large cilies, where they 
can be more economically supported, und whence they 
can bemore Senay move’ tothe frontier when required 
there. Hesays there are many disabled ofticers for 
whom no vacancies exist in the retired list, and states 
that it would greatly relieve the service if Congress 
would retire them. ‘Ihe status of the National Guard, 
he says, should be regulated by ageneral law of Con- 
gress, the number of officers and men be fixed and 
unchangeabie except as change is made necessary at 
stated periods by growth of population, The Genernl 
Government could then issue them the best arms and 
camp and garrison equipage and exact a responsibility 
which is not now required. ‘lhe instruction of 
the soldier in the use of his rifle or car.

wasted. renéws his recommendation that the force 
employed at the Naval Academy, in the Fish Commis- 
sion,.and_ the Coast Survey be allowed independently 
of. the $7,500 intended for the general service. The 
cost of maintaining the Fish Commission from the pay 
of the navy for the last fiscal rear was $76,252, and that 
of the Coast Survey $256,176, The two establishments 
take 409 men from the available force of the navy. 
Commodore Schley recommends that honorably dis-

TALKING WITH IRON MEN 


“4 CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 

SEEKING INFORMATION. 

“THE MANUFACTURE OF HEAVY GUNS ‘AND 
ARMOR PLATE'IN THIS COUNTRY DE- 
PENDS UPON HEAVY CONTRACTS. 

The Congressional committee appointed 
to investigate and réport upon the policy to be 
adopted by the Government to secure a supply 
of ordnance and armor piate began a session in 
the New-York Hotel yesterday afternoon. A 
number of men interested in iron and stee! man- 
ufacture had previously been invited by circu- 
lar to meet the committee and express their 
views on the subject under consideration, sey- 
eral gentlemen appeared before the committee 
yesterday. The Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt pre- 
sided, and the other members of the committee 
present were Congressmen Frank Hiscock, 
Thomas B, Reed, Charles F, Crisp. and William 


Walter Phelps. Mr. Hewitt explained that the 
committee desired to ascertain how much pat- 
ronage from the Government was ‘necessary to 
induce steel manufacturers to go into the busi- 
ness of making heavy guns and armor plates. 

Benjamin ther, of B. Ather & Co., whose 
foundry is at Newark, N. J., told the committee 
that the Government would probably have to 
give a contract calling for the supplying of from 
6,000 to 8,000 tons of steel a year for five years 
in order to make it worth while for an American 
manufacturer to establish a plant suitable for 
the Production of. armor plate. Mr. Hiscock 
asked what Mr. Ather would consider a fair 
price for the Government to pay for such plates. 

ir. Ather had not made any close estimates, but 
he thought that $500 a ton, or about 25 cents a 
round, would be about right. 

William Bispham, an iron merchant of this 
city, said that there was not a steel plant in this 
country large enough for the production of 
armor plate of the weight, thickness, and re- 
sistance necessary for the construction of mod- 
ern fortifications and war wessels. The cost of 
establishing such a plant would be from $2,500,- 
000 to ,000,000. Armor plate could be made 
more vanes abroad than here. The present 
time would be favorable for-the United States 
Government to make a low-priced contract with 
Sheffield manufacturers fora supply of armor 
plate, because business was dull. Mr, Bispham 
was in favour of encouraging American manu- 
facturés, but it would take a long time to es- 
tablish first-class armor factories in this coun- 
try, and he thought that the Government ought 
not to lose an hour in strengthening the navy 
and seacoast fortifications. 

Charles J. Nourse, a representative of the 
West Point Foundry, said he thought thata com. 
plete plant for the manufacture of good-sized 
guns could be established in this country if the 

overnment would give a five years’ contract 
for $1,000,000 worth of guns each year. Those 
figures were for guns not larger than 12-inch 
bore. For guns.of a larger size the contracts 
would have to be proportionately greater, Mr. 
R. W. Davenport, Superintendent of the Midvale 
Foundry, near Philadelphia, said that his con- 
cern was now at work on an 8-inch gun, for 
which 40 cents a pound was to be paid. He 
could not tell how much he would charge for 
making a 10-inch or a 16-inch gun. He remarked 
that a 16-inch gun was “ so far up in the clouds” 
that he had never figured on its cest. 

It may be ‘upin the clouds’ for you,” said 
Mr. Hewitt, “ but it isan accomplished reality 
elsewhere. I have seen it with my own eyes.” 

Mr. Davenport said that the Midvale Foundry 
would require an order from the Government 
for 3,000 tons of steel in order to induce it to at- 
tempt to make a l0-inch gun, and an order for 
5,000 tons of steel to make a 12-inch gun. Mr. 
Davenport invited the commission to visit the 
Midvale Foundry, and Chairman Hewitt inti- 
mated that the commission would accept the in- 
vitation about Friday. 

Joseph Morgan, Jr., of the Cambria Iron 
Works, thought that an order from the Govern- 
ment for 10,000 tons of steel manufactured into 
guns and deliverable over a period of five years 
would be sufficient inducement for the establish- 
ment of works for the manufacture of large 
guns. That would necessitate an cutlay by the 
Government of about $10,000,000, or $2,000,000 a 
year for five years. The Cambria Works had 
three large open-hearth furnaces, capable of 
casting an ingot large enough to make a 100- 
ton gun. Mr. Morgan said that iis concern 
would not undertake to contract to furnish 
large guns completed at present, There were 
rolling mills in this country, Mr. Morgan said, 
capable of rolling armor plate of from9 to 12 
inches in thickness. The speaker believed, how- 
ever, that the best of armor plates would soon 
be produced by presses and not by rolling. 

The committee will continue their session to- 
day. The Hon. Samuel J. Randall, Chairman of 
the committee, is expected to be present. To- 
morrow the committee will go to Sandy Hook.

MR. BACHE ASKING DAMAGES. 
ae «= 

There is every prospect of a lively time 
in Grace Episcopal Church, in One Hundred and 
Sixteenth-street, near Third-avenue, which has 
been for many years under the direction of the 
Rey. D. Brainerd Ray. He up to last Spring nad 
as an assistant the Rev. J. O. Bache, who came 
into prominence in the Winter of 1883 as 
the principal in an alleged garroting assault 


in which he claimed to have been robbed of a 
large amount of money and jewelry belonging 
to his wife. When Mr. Bache resigned his posi- 
tion in the church last Spring several of the 
parishioners who were among his strong parti- 
sans represented tothe Kector that, in view of 
the obloquy brought upon Mr. Bache, it would 
be a graceful act to furnish him with a compii- 
mentary letter of regret at his leaving, and this 
was done.. This letter Mr. Bache at once pub- 
lished, to the regret of a considerable part of the 
congregation. 

Four or five months ago rumors of grave 
matters affecting Mr. Bache began to circulate 
among the congregation and finally came to the 
ears of the vestry. It was said that theso 
charges had been made by the wife and other 
relatives of Mr. Bache to Mr. Ray. During the 
last few weeks the rumors have been revived, 
but the church officers took no action, as Mr. 
Bache was no _ ‘onger connected with tho 
church. On Friday Mr. Bache served the 
papers on Mr. Ray in a suit for damages, c/aim- 
ing that the latter had injured and d+famed 
his character by disseminating reports detri- 
mental. to his reputation. Mr. Ray was seen 
by a TIMES reporter, and was asked for a state- 
ment of his version of the difficulty. He was at 
first not inclined to make any statement, saying 
that under advice of his counsel! he must refrain, 
but finally prepared the following: 

* The differences between Mr. Bache and my- 
self grew out of the publication of a private let- 
ter written last Spring, when Mr. Bache severed 
his relations with the church. This letter was 
written with the intention of partingin a friend- 
ly way with him, and with no idea in my mind 
that it would ever be published or used by him 
to his own advantage. I felt that the publica- 
tion of this letter placed me in such a position 
that it became advisable to ask Mr. Bache to re- 
call it. This request I made in a private 
letter. Since 1 wrote that letter I bave re- 
ceived a number of letters addressed in his 
handwriting, which I never read, fearing that 
they were abusive in character, but I handed 
them at.once to my counsel, instructing him 
either to return them to Mr. Bache or to destroy 
them. Ihad no animosity toward him, and have 
not made any charges whatsoever against h!m. 
Concerning these charges I may say that grave 
charges were made by respousible persons, and 
when a demand was made by officers of the 
church as to the nature of these charges I felt 
compelled to state them, privately and confi- 
dentially.” 

The Rev. Mr. Bache said last night that when 
his suit against Mr. Ray came to trial he would 
say what, he had to say, but he did not propose 
to try his case in advance in the newspapers. 
When shown a paragraph published in an after- 
noon paper alleging that charges had been pre- 
ferred against him to Assistant Bishop Potter, 
Mr. Bache said he would not waste his time in 
denying every accusation madeagainst him. He 
said, however, that his relative, who was repre- 
sented as having preferred the charges, was 
one of his best friends. The gentleman alluded 
to declined to say anything on the subject. 





THE NEW-YORK COOKING SCHOOL. 
The annual report of the New-York 
Cooking School shows that in the course of the 
past year $280 were received fin aonations and 


$220 in annual subscripcions. There were 295 
lessons given in the regular course during the 
year and 5 in cookery for the sick, making 300 
in all. The total number of pupils was 338. 
There has been a great demand during the 
year from working girls’ clubs and ‘mission 
‘chapels for teachers. The managers of the 
school are making every. effort to extend their 
work. They think that the necessity is now ap- 
parent for the formation of a larger normal 
class. One is already organized and in opera- 
tion for a primary course. An advanced course 
has also begun. The managers now are desirous 
of sending teachers into the poorer quarters of 
the city to give mstruction to poor girls whe 
cannot attend the school. The school aims to 
teach girls to do the cooking for their own 
homes, and also to teach bigher cooking to 
those who desire to become expert cooks, The 
managers need help in carrying on their work, 
The Treasurer is Mrs. A. J. Vanderpoel, No. 1 
East Sixteenth-street.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, fair weather, 
followed during the night by rain. 











The attention of Gov. HILt is called to 
the fact that Mr. S. S. Cox, Minister to 
Turkey, has secured the appointment of a 
Republican as Secretary of his Legation, 
in place of a Democrat appointed by Presi- 
dent ARTHUR. There is a concentrated 
and complicated ‘‘ cussedness” about this 
that the Governor cannot but regard with 
indignation and promptly rebuke. Mr. 
Cox isa pillar of the New-York Democ- 
racy, a favorite of Tammany Hall, and, 
when occasion requires, more Jeffer- 
gonian than JEFFERSON ever dreamed 
of being. If he is capable of this 
sort of truckling to the arch enemy, 
taking the bread of public patronage out 
of the mouth of a Democrat and stuffing 
dit into the jaws of a presumably well-to- 
do Republican, there is no telling where 
the thing will stop. And we warn Mr. 
Cox that it will be idle for him to try to 
persuade Gov. HILL that this is all a joke. 
The Governor cannot be trifled with. If 
the Minister to Turkey does not want to 
be read out of his party he had better send 
home his Republican Secretary at once, to 
be exchanged for a Democrat to be chosen 
by the State Committee and forwarded 
to Constantinople at Mr. Cox’s personal 
expense. 








Collector HEDDEN has made a report to 
‘the Secretary of the Treasury on the case 
of reappraisal of Bohemian glass import- 
ed by Mr. LEHMANN, with an elaborate 
‘statement of facts. Mr. YouNG, the mer- 
chant appraiser who sustained the ad- 
vance upon the invoice prices, is to be 
congratulated that this report clears him 
from the imputation of unjustly acting 
against the interests of a rival importer, 
which appeared to be supported by the 
Yact that his own later invoices, con- 


pee the same prices for the same class 
Spf zoods, were not advanced, The fall in 


market prices in the meantime was op- 
portune. But the case, nevertheless, 
illustrates the danger of this system of 
reappraisal, which gives the importer 
charged with undervaluations no oppor- 
tunity to explain or set forth facts bear- 
ing on the case while it calls in a mer- 
chant who is necessarily his rival to pass 
judgment on his invoice. It certainly 
opens the door to the kind of abuse of 
which Mr. LEHMANN thought himself a 
victim. 








The duty of seeing that theatrical ex- 
hibitions and amusements are not given 
in places where liquor is sold or in con- 
nection with such places is devolved by 
the law upon the police. The Mayor in 
granting theatrical licenses requires the 
applicant to sign an oath that he does not 
allow liquor to be sold or furnished in 
the auditorium of his place or in premises 
connected with it and does not em- 
ploy or assent to the employment of 
female attendants. He has no power 
to revoke licenses, but if the provisions of 
the law in this respect are violated, that 
of itself annuls the license, and it becomes 
the duty of the police to prevent the con- 
tinuance of the performances. The skirts 
of the Mayor seem to be clear in respect 
to this matter, and he has a perfect right 
to complain if, after theatrical licenses 
have been given, the Excise Board in de- 
fiance of law grants licenses for the sale 
of liquor in the same places. 








The electric wire companies in Brooklyn 
are already complying with the law re- 
quiring their wires to be put under 
ground. In. Washington the tele- 
graph and telephone wires have long 
been buried, and they do _ their 
work to the satisfaction of the peo- 
ple of the city and of the companies. 
But our New-York Electric Wires Com- 
mission, after a careful examination, is 
not satisfied with the Washington method 
of burying wires. Perhaps Messrs. HEss, 
Lorw, and Moss are best satisfied with 
the wires as they are. 








Servia’s early successes have been fol- 
lowed by new and still moresignal victories, 
both on the part of the column advancing 
against Widdin and of the army advanc- 
ing against Sophia. The situation of these 
places so near the Servian frontier causes 
the successive steps in the campaign to 
follow each other swiftly. Stirring, how- 
ever, as are the scenes of actual fighting, 
they do not prevent anxious attention 
from being fixed on the possible outbreak 
of war between Turkey and Greece, 
should the latter invade Macedonia, while 
towering in importance far above these 
conflicts is the possible entrance of Russia 
andeAustria upon the arena of war. 











The prevalence of typhoid fever in a 
limited district in South Brooklyn has 
caused Health Commissioner RayMOND to 
make a careful inquiry for the purpose 
of discovering the cause of the disease. 
Typhoid is sometimes communicated by 
the milk supply, but investigation showed 
that it had not been in these cases, There 
seems to be no foundation for a _ be- 
lief that the germs were conveyed by 
the water supply. It was said that 
several cesspools in the district were filled 
in not long ago, but it appears that these 
were rain water cisterns, dry when they 
went out of use. The plumbing in the 
district is said to be pretty good, and the 
sewers are ventilated. The result of the 
inquiry has convinced the Commissioner 
that a majority of the victims brought 
the seeds of the disease from the coun- 
try, where they -had passed the Sum- 
mer. In four cases the disease was 
undoubtedly contracted at Niagara 
Falls, and in three additional cases 
it was brought from the central part of 
the State. Other cases may be accounted 
for by infection in the district itself. 
There are scores of villages and small 
cities and hundreds of farmhouses where 
some of the simplest sanitary laws are 
continually violated. Especially is this 
true with regard to water supply. Those 
who have pure water at home should see 
to it that in the places where they spend 
their vacations the water that they drink 
is not polluted by decaying or offensive 
matter. 








TWO VIEWS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


The recent victory of the Democrats 
under the lead of Gov. HILL in this State 
has revived the expressions of opinion on 
the part of certain estimable persons that 
the spoilsmen of the Democfatic Party are 
too strong for the President and that he 
must ultimately succumb to them. On 
Saturday last a letter was read to the 
Essex Club of Boston from the amiable 
Quaker poet, Mr. WHITTIER, in which he 
said: ‘‘ President CLEVELAND has proved 
himself better than his party, and has 
done and said some good things which I 
give him full credit for, but the instincts 
of his party are against him, and must 
eventually prove too strong for him, and 
instead of his carrying the party it will be 
likely to carry him.” On the same day 
there was published in the Chicago Jnter 
Ocean an interview with Gen. W. T. 
SHERMAN, in which he was reported as 
saying: “I do not like the outlook. 
President CLEVELAND undoubtedly means 
to do the best, but there can be no peace, 
no real civil service reform, so long as the 
men who fought in council and in the 
field to destroy the best Government on 
the face of the earth are brought to the 
front. The future looks dark to me; the 
men who were the enemies of the country 
only a few years* ago are now prominent 
and conspicuous in places of power.” 

If this statement of Gen. SHERMAN’s be 
correctly reported, we have here two 
curious instances of the dimness of vision 
that may come upon men of admirable 
character and intellect when their minds 
are filled with prejudice. Mr. WHITTIER 
and Gen. SHERMAN undoubtedly repre- 
sent a certain number of citizens of the 
United States, entirely honest in purpose, 
who intend to wrong no one and mean to 
be just in their estimate of public men 
and of parties, but on the two points to 
which they give prominence their conclu- 
sions are singularly contrary to all the 
evidence. The poet.is sure that the in- 
stincts of the Democratic Party are against 
| the President. and “must” eventually 
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prove toostrongfor him. Thesoldier finds 
that not only reform but peace is impos- 
sible when the President yields to his par- 
ty and places the ‘‘enemies of the coun- 
try” in places of power. Nothing could 
be less sustained by the facts. The Presi- 
dent has not yielded to his party in the 
matter of appointments, and the proof is 
that his party organs are roundly upbraid- 
ing him for not yielding. Not a day 
passes that some ‘Democratic journal of 
influence does not accuse the President of 
giving too much attention to the criticism 
and advice of independents and too little 
to the desires of the Democratic leaders. 
In this city the Sun daily taunts him with 
this tendency, and the World, a far more 
powerful and representative journal than 
the Sun, is even more bitter and abusive. 
Nor is this complaint confined to the 
papers. Gov. Hi. celebrated his victory 
by remarks in precisely the same spirit, 
even sneering at Mr. CLEVELAND for re- 
garding the recommendation of Chief- 
Justice WalTE in his selection of a Civil 
Service Commissioner. This is testimony 
that cannot be gainsaid. The vaticinations 
of the seer of Amesbury are not to be 
weighed against the assertions of the in- 
terested spoilsmen and their organs that 
they can not “ carry” the President. 

As to the ‘‘enemies of their country” 
in ‘‘ places of power,” we hardly believe 
Gen. SHERMAN, in his most unguarded 
moment, ever gave expression to the sen- 
timents attributed to him. They are too 
much like the calculated mistakes of his 
cool-blooded brother, and not at all like 
the promptings of the generous soldier’s 
heart. Nor is Gen. SHERMAN so short- 
sighted and so ignorant as these expres- 
sions would indicate. He cannot but know 
that since the inauguration of Mr. CLEV:r- 
LAND the whole course of the South has 
been toward an honorable and loyal devo- 
tion to the National Union. During that 
time the expressions of intelligent sym- 
pathy with the President’s highest pur- 
poses have been more frequent and more 
strong from the Democrats of the South 
than from the Republicans of the North. 
With vastly greater reason for wishing a 
*‘clean sweep” in the Federal) offices, be- 
cause those offices had been perverted to 
means of oppression and corruption of 
the most shameful kind, the pressure 
for office has been far lighter in the South 
than in the North, while the abuse of the 
President, with which the Northern Dem- 
ocratic press has been disgraced, has been 
rebuked with honest indignation in the 
South. And there has been no appoint- 
ment by any President from any section 
more conclusively sound according to the 
highest standard of reform than that of 
Mr. TRENHOLM, of South Carolina, to be 
Civil Service Commissioner. Uniess we 
are to go on the theory that the rebellion 
was not subdued by GRanT and SHERMAN, 
that there is no place in this free Govern- 
ment of ours for the millions of American 
citizens in the Southern States, and that 
the allegiance we forced them by war to 
acknowledge can never be accepted, it is 
time that this narrow and foolish talk 
was stopped. The waris over. The long 
and vexatious political struggle that fol- 
lowed itis over. The great body of the 
Southern people are loyal to the National 
Government, and have the same rights in 
it as ourselves, including the right to be 
trusted where they show themselves 
trustworthy. Mr, CLEVELAND would be 
blind and witless if he did not acknowl- 
edge facts which nine-tenths of the Amer- 
ican people know to be facts. His work 
is with the present and for the future, 
and he is doing it with courage, a clear 
head, and a sound heart. It is worse 
than injustice, it is folly, to deny to him 
the strength he really shows or to reject 
the fruits of his fidelity. 








NEED OF A NEW EXCISE LAW. 


It is a notorious fact that the adminis- 
tration of the excise law in this city has 
long been in many respects a failure. The 
difficulty has been partly with the au- 
thorities vested with the duty of enforc- 
ing it and partly with the law itself. The 
existing statutes are a patchwork of en- 
actments beginning with that of 1857. 
They have generally been entitled acts 
to ‘regulate the sale of intoxicating 
liquors,” or acts to ‘‘ suppress intemper- 
ance, pauperism, and crime,” but they 
have resulted in very little regulation 
and practically no suppression of 
any of the consequences of unrestrict- 
ed liquor selling. Licenses have been 
granted to almost all applicants regard- 
less of character until there are nearly 
10,000 places in the city in which liquor 
is sold, or fully one to every 150 persons. 
There has been virtually no check upon 
the business except that of competition 
among the dealers. The multiplicity of 
saloons and barrooms and the political in- 
fluence of the vast combination of rum 
sellers have made it difficult for the police 
to enforce the legal restrictions and for 
anybody to secure convictions for their 
violation. All who have had anything to 
do with the enforcement of the law, in- 
cluding the Excise Commissioners, the 
police force, the magistrates, and the 
District Attorney, have been at fault in 
the matter. Liquor has been sold with- 
out license, licenses have been granted to 
improper persons and places, sales have 
gone on at unauthorized hours and in 
places where they are forbidden, and all 
the evils of unregulated traffic have been 
flagrant. 

The present Board of Excise has abused 
its powers shamefully, and it should be 
got rid of as speedily as possible. The 
case should be made as strong as may be 
before the Governor, but if he cannot be 
induced to remove the Commissioners 
they should be proceeded against by the 


.Grand Jury. They stand in the way of 


under the present law, and 
are totally unfit to be trusted with 
any part in the enforcement of 
a new law the purpose of which is 
to restrict this mischievous traffic. 
Restriction is no part of the policy 
which they pursue, but rather expansion 
and encouragement, There is at present 
no limitation upon their power to grant 
licenses except that they can give them 
only to persons of ‘‘ good moral charac- 
ter, who shall be approved by them.” 
They have shown what their standard of 
good moral character is and what kind of 


any reform 





persons have their approval in a way that 
wholly nullifies the purpose of this re- 
striction. 

But what is needed is a law which 
shall of itself operate as a restriction 
upon the liquor traffic and which shall 
be easy of enforcement, Nothing would 
conduce so strongly to this end as a high 
license fee and a wide distinction between 
those beverages which produce most of 
the evils of intemperance and _ those 
which are comparatively harmless. A high 
license bill has been prepared which has 
the support of the Church Temperance 
Society and the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime. In its main features 
it meets the requiréments of the case. 
It grades licenses for selling liquors to be 
drunk upon the premises into three classes, 
the first for all kinds of liquors, for which 
the fee shall ‘not be less than $1,000 in 
cities of 300,000 inhabitants; the second 
for malt liquors, wine, and cider, for 
which the fee shall not be less than $500, 
and the third for malt liquors and cider, 
for which the fee shall not be less than 
$100. The distinctions are in accordance 
with the dictates of common sense and 
would contribute much toward a rational 
regulation of the traffic. 

The value of the high fee for strong 
liquors is that it would not only tend of 
itself to limit the number of places in 
which such liquors could be sold, but it 
would furnish a motive for the holders of 
licenses to aid in the suppression of their 
sale by others. They would pay so much 
for their privilege that they. would 
jealously guard it and aid the au- 
thorities in preventing infringement 
upon it. The sale of mild bever- 
ages alone leadsfto little mischievous 
excess or disorder, and its comparative 
freedom would help to check indulgence in 
more fiery liquids, There is need of other 
modifications in the law. No counte- 
nance should be given to the idea that 
drinking resorts for disreputable classes 
are anecessity. They should not be tol- 
erated, for they do infinite mischief and 
mischief only. The law should be spe- 
cific in excluding them from the enjoy- 
ment of licenses, and Commissioners should 
be appointed with whom the welfare of 
the community would be regarded rather 
than the favor of the keepers or frequent- 
ers of such places. Neither is there any 
reason why liquor should be sold in or 
about places of amusement. But, on the 
other hand, there is no reason why music 
should be prohibited or prevented in 
respectable beer gardens. It is a question 
even whether the sale of beer in such places 
should be wholly prohibited on Sunday. It 
certainly is not prevented now, and it is 
doubtful whether there is a sentiment 
in favor of preventing it strong enough to 
make it practicable. If the number of 
liquor saloons can be diminished to not 
more than one-fifth of the present num- 
ber by means. of a high fee, and a clear 
distinction is established between thom 
and beer saloons, the obstacles in the way 
of enforcing the law will be greatly less- 
ened, especially if an Excise Commission 
is secured which will make the require- 
ment as to the character of men to whom 
licenses may be granted mean something. 








GEN. SHERIDAN’S REPORT, 


A year which promised to be exception- 
ally quiet and uneventful for the army 
has proved busy and bustling. If there 
have been few wars during the past 
twelvemonth, rumors of wars have been 
prolific, and the threatened disturbances 
have caused only less movement of troops 
than actual campaigning. The annual re- 
port of the Lieutenant-General command- 
ing the army reviews the varied services 
thus rendered. They include the opera- 
tions against the Chiricahuas, whose rav- 
ages still continue; the threatened out- 
break of the starving Southern Utes; the 
serious Cheyenne and Arapahoe dis- 
turbance; the trouble with the Mes- 
caleros, near Fort Stanton; the rev- 
ocation of the Indian grass leases; 
the removal of obstructions on public 
lands and on cattle trails placed there by 
stockmen; the repression of che Oklahoma 
raids; the scouting on the Canadian bor- 
der, not only in pursuit of Indians en- 
gaged in thieving, but to prevent half 
breeds and others from going to the as- 
sistance of RIEL; finally, the Chinese 
troubles in several regions, more particu- 
larly at Rock Springs and Evanston, in 
Wyoming, and at Seattle and Tacoma, in 
Washington. These special calls for serv- 
ice, coupled with routine duties and with 
the exchangé of stations by two regi- 
ments, made the year, although nominal- 
ly a year of peace, anything but one of 
inactivity. 

It must be conceded that the settlement 
of the very dangerous Cheyenne disturb- 
ance was largely due to the personal skill, 
insight, and firmness of Gen. SHERIDAN 
himself, It was also made the occasion 
of a saving to the Government by taking 
a new census of the Cheyennes, which 
showed their numbers to have been ex- 
aggerated, and of insuring peace in the 
future by breaking up the unlawful land 
lease system. With characteristic keen- 
ness of judgment and directness of 
utterance, the Lieutenant-General ex- 
presses doubts about the sincerity of 
Payne's and Covucu’s filibusters, He 
suggests that they only wanted to call 
the attention of Congress to open- 
ing the Indian country, and that money 
was subscribed for the purpose by in- 
terested corporations. The probability 
that the raids were supported by such 
subscriptions and assistance we have more 
than once alluded to. It may be worth 
while for Congress to investigate this 
matter, as the Oklahoma raiders kept the 
troops in the field throughout last Winter 
and Spring, and within the last month 
have made another of their lawless inva- 
sions, 

The subject of ‘‘ command in the army” 
is referred to by the Lieutenant-General 
discreetly and in somewhat general terms, 
the chief point urged being that “ it is 
sometimes of supreme importance that 
the responsibilities of military administra- 
tion and command be defined by law,” 
and that as there are unsettled questions 
on this subject Congress should intervene 
to decide them by precise legislation. We 
find Gen. SHERIDAN reiterating his former 
recommendations as to adding two com- 





panies to the infantry regiments, so as to 
make them uniform in organization with 
the other two arms, and also as to increas- 
ing the number of all the companies. His 
well known and very sensible adyocacy 
of skirmish firing in rifle practice, instead 
of constant practicing at known distances, 
again appears in this report. But the 
most important recommendation, we 
think, is the one proposing a change in 
the Indian policy. He would give to each 
Indian family 320 acres of land, and then 
have the Government condemn all the 
rest of the tribe’s reservation, buy it at 
$1 25 an acre, and invest the proceeds in 
Government bonds, whose interest should 
be annually paid tothe tribe. Of course 
the question of Indian treaty rights and 
of Indian consent would also have to be 
considered; but. the scheme prcposed 
seems, at the first glance, more compre- 
hensive, more just, and more liberal to 
the Indian than almost any practicable 
project for disposing of surplus Indian 
lands yet presented. 








A CARELESS JUDGE. 

If a witness in Judge DONOHUE’s court 
should swear that he had with his own 
eyes examined a certain paper or docu- 
ment and should testify to its contents, 
and if it should then appear that the wit- 
ness never had seen the paper or docu- 
ment and had only a hearsay knowledge 
of its contents, we suppose that at the 
very least he would be reproved by the 
court, and it is not unlikely that he would 
be proceeded against for perjury. 

Judge DonoHUE himself should be obe- 
dient to that code of truthfulness and 
exactitude of statement to which he and 
other Judges require witnesses to conform. 
The testimony given before the Gibbs 
committee yesterday shows that this 
Judge, in a matter in which, under the 
laws of the State, he assumes a duty and 
a responsibility, culpably neglects to per- 
form the duty, yet regularly certifies that 
he has performed it. Thisis a bad ex- 
ample to be set by a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of the State. 

Chapter 57 of the Laws of 1883 requires 
the certification of a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court to the monthly pay rolls for 
repairing and recopying books of record 
and maps in the offices of the Register, 
County Clerk, and Surrogate. The Judge 
certifies by his signature that he has ex- 
amined the work done and finds if to be 
in form and manner as prescribed by the 
statute. This is a necessary and reasona- 
ble precaution against fraud, for the sums 
paid out for repairing and replacing these 
records are large. 

Register REILLY testified before the 
Gibbs committee yesterday that Judge 
DONOHUE always certified to the correct- 
ness of the copyist’s monthly pay roll with- 
out examining the work and without any 
personal knowledge whatever about it. 
‘“‘Mr. McNIcCOLL certified it to me and I 
did the same to Judge DONOHUE,” said the 
Register. And then this easy-going Judge 
certifies that he has examined the work 
and finds it in form and manner as pre- 
scribed by law ! 

Last year the city paid $37,480 for copy- 
ing libers and maps in the Register’s of- 
fice. This year the Register asked for and 
obtained an appropriation of $62,125. 
Judge Dononter’s auditing is the only 
check upon this large annual expenditure, 
and so far as he is concerned it might be 
swelled by successive and fraudulent in- 
crements of $25,000 until it reached half a 
million dollars, Through such loose and 
caréless attention to important duties on 
the part of high officials the taxpayers’ 
money is stolen every year by hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 








THE SUNDAY OPENING QUESTION. 


The agitation for the opening of muse- 
ums and libraries on Sundays is carried 
on with a persistence that of itself proves 
how important many intelligent people 
consider it. That favorite argument of 
inert conservatism—‘“‘ the entering wedge” 
—can scarcely now be urged against the 
proposition. The force of this argument 
was exhausted in this city last year when 
the Park Commissioners added music to 
the attractions of the Central Park on 
Sunday. A logical adherence to the prac- 
tical motive of the opposition to the open- 
ing of public institutions on Sunday 
would require the closing of the Park 
itself on that day, for the contention of 
the rigid Sabbatarians is that people 
should spend Sunday ‘“‘at home or at 
church.” To those who know what the 
allurements of New-York tenement houses 
aresthe advice to people who are doomed 
to inhabit them to spend their Sundays 
‘at home” seems a piece of ghastly 
satire. Nevertheless this employment of 
the day is prescribed by people who 
have comfortable homes to _ people 
whose homes are merely shelters. The 
mete contemplation of such of the beau- 
ties of nature as are to be seen in the 
parks does not, as it has been demon- 
strated, altogether satisfy the people who 
most need recreation on Sundays. They 
require to have ‘‘something going on.” 
In a word, they need amusement, and if 
they do not get it in innocent forms they 
will take it in vicious forms. This was 
the craving the Park Commissioners met 
when they supplied music in the Central 
Park on Sunday. ‘The result was a com- 
plete and triumphant vindication of their 
action. The Park became a more popular 
resort than it had ever become before. 
The greatest throngs it had gathered 
dwindled intoinsignificance by compari- 
sou with the enormous numbers of people 
who were attracted to it by the announce- 
ment of the music. This fact demon- 
strated the reality and extent of the pop- 
ular demand. The demand was justified 
by the demeanor of the people afters they 
had assembled. A handful of policemen 
found no difficulty in handling the crowd 
and keeping perfect order among its mem- 
bers. The ‘entering wedge” had been 
driven home without rending the social 
system, 

This experience, one would suppose, 
should have left no doubt of the propriety 
of extending an experiment which had 
been so successful in ministering to the 
greatest good of the greatest number that 
scarcely anybody was found hard-hearted 
enough to object to it after it had actually 
been tried, There is still, however, oppo- 





sition to the opening of libraries, museums, 
and picture galleries on Sunday. It is 
scarcely just to class Mr. RoperT Hox with 
the opponents of Sunday openings. In 
some very temperate and well considered 
remarks, elsewhere reported in this paper, 
he expresses some doubt, however, wheth- 
er what has worked so well where it has 
been fairly tried would work equally well 
if it were tried on a larger scale and with 
a more extensive scope—although he is in 
favor of opening the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum as an experiment. It is possible 
that some of the contributors would 
withdraw their gifts if these were to be 
looked at on Sunday by people who 
are unable to look at them on any other 
day. It can hardly be supposed, however, 
that there are many contributors in this 
frame of mind, or that those who are 
now opposed to the project of Sunday 
opening would be of the same opinion 
after if experiment had been tried, pro- 
vided it were tried long enough and suf- 
ficiently well advertised to form a real 
test, both of the extent of the public de- 
mand and of the manner in which those 
who are now debarred from the museum 
would make use of their new privileges. 

The point made by Mr. Hog that it 
would be unjust and oppressive to work 
the persons attached to the museum 
seven days in the week is valid and it is 
easily met by the remedy he proposes. 
There would be no hardship to the public 
if the museum were closed on another 
day in the week for as many hours as it 
might be opened on Sunday. Under the 
present management nine-tenths of the 
people of this city are absolutely debarred 
from the pleasure and advantage of seeing 
the collections of the museums and libra- 
ries. The remaining one-tenth have six days 
in which to study them. If one day in the 
week were given to the nine-tenths and 
five days to the one-tenth it certainly 
would not become the members of this 
favored tenth to grumble at the arrange- 
ment, and it is not to be supposed that an 
appreciable number of them would do so, 
The objections, in fact, to the Sunday 
opening are founded upon a view of the 
sanctity of Sunday, upon which it is safe 
to say that not one in a hundred of the 
objectors, if so many there be, acts in his 
own case or enforces strictly in the case 
of his own family. 











The police seem to have rushed some- 
what rashly to the conclusion that the 
young man who shot himself on Friday 
in Great Jones-street was a willful sui- 
cide. There was nothing in the victim’s 
circumstances nor anything in his - de- 
meanor to justify such a conclusion. In- 
asmuch as suicide is not only a stat- 
utory but a moral offense, the re- 
proach of it should not be lightly 
cast upon a man’s memory. To show 
how easy it is to make a mistake in 
such a case, it may be well to relate a 
true story. A man who had taken a 
lodging at a New-York hotel, a few years 
since, upon emptying a trunk to arrange 
its contents in the wardrobe and bureau, 
came upon a loaded pistol which he 
had not examined for a long time. As 
he stood before the mirror inspect- 
ing the weapon the hammer slipped 
from under his thumb and the 
pistol was discharged, the ball passing 
within an inch or two of his head to bury 
itself in the wall. If it had penetrated his 
head the circumstances would have made 
out quite as strong a case of suicide as is 
made by this shooting in Great Jones- 
street. Unless some motive for suicide is 
brought to light it will be reasonable to 
conclude that this death is the result of 
accident.

WHEAT IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


_—o——_——_—. 
PLENTY OF STORAGE ROOM LEFT IN THB 
ELEVATORS, 

St. Pau, Minn., Nov. 17.—During the 
past week wheat receipts at Minneapolis were 
1,018,000 bushels, or 200,000 bushels less than the 
week previous. Shipments were 95,200 bushels, 
an increase of 18,000. The weather has been 
clear and cold and all that could be de- 
sired for marketing, yet farmers have 
not shown any anxiety to sell their wheat, 
and deliveries have not increased to any material 


extent. There is now about 1,000,000 bushels’ 
storage room left in the elevators at Minneapo- 
lis, but sheds are being erected which will hold 
about 1,000,000 more. There is talk that a great 
deal of low grade wheat off the southern lines of 
railroads will be allowed to go to Chicago; 
but this is not probable. Duluth is 
already beginning to teel nervous over 
the prospect of empty elevators during 
the Winter. With only 2,000,000 bushels in store 
at the close of navigation, and room for 5,000,000 
bushels more, it is extremely doubtful if she 
gets enough to fill her houses before Spring, 
The steady increase of shipments trom Minne- 
apoilsis beginning to attract attention. It is 
claimed that not a bushel of these ship- 
ments goes to Chicago, but tbat  out- 
side mills are the buyers. The ad- 
vance in Eastern freight rates, which goes 
into effect next Monday, has stimulated the mul. 
lers to make all the flour they can before that 
time. It is doubtful now whether there will be 
any general shutting down next week as hag 
been announced. Some millers are consigning 
their flour, while others are erecting storage 
sheds in the _ city which will hold 
over (100,000 barrels. During the past few 
days Jone or two millers have expressed 
their intention of running steadily during the 
Winter, consigning their flour, if necessary, and 
running their chances of a better market later in 
the season. The. output last week approxi- 
mated 160,000 barrels. It is impossible to obtain 
exact figures of production, and all estimates 
are liable to be several thousands out of the 
way. Last week’s shipments were 142,279 barrels 





INSPECTING IMPROVEMENTS. 


THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER COMMISSION AR- 
RIVES AT NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Nov. 17.—The Mississippi 
River Commission’s boat, the Mississippi, ar- 
rived at this city this morning with the mem- 
bers of that body on board—Major C. R. Suter, 
United States Army; Gen. S. W. Ferguson, 
Judge R. D. Taylor, Prof. H. Mitchell, and 
ew go B. M. Harrod. Gen. C. B. Comstock, wha 
had left the commission at Greenville in order 
to go to Gaiveston, returned from that city in 
time to meet the commission here. 

The members left Keokuk, Iowa, on Nov. 7, and 
slowly descended the river,inspecting the Govern- 
ment works at all points between that place 
and New-Orleans. First they examined the 
works from the mouth of the Illinois to Cairo, 
in Major Ernst’s district, and also extending 40 
miles below St. Louis. The Cairo revetment 
and other constructions were inspected and 
foundin excellent condition and giving good 
results. The commission stopped a day at Plum 
Point and at Memphis and Hoopefield, and an- 
other day at Lake Providence. After a short 
stay at Vicksburg the Commissioners descended 
to Red River and passed through Old River, 
From that point the trip was continned to New- 
Orleans. 

The works actually existing are at Plum Point 
Reach, Memphis, Hopefield, and Lake Provi- 
dence Reach. Their condition was better than 
expected, as the work on them ceased some time 
ago for lack of money. The improvements 
have received no serious injury during the sea- 
son, although there was no money available to 
keep them in repair. During the flood season, 
however, considerable damage is expected. Re-

REPLYING TO HIS CRITICS 


—_——-oe--—- 
MR. GLADSTONE REPELS IRISH 
AND TORY ATTACKS. 
WHY HE DOES NOT ADOPT MR. PARNELL’S 
SUGGESTION—THE TORY FOREIGN POL- 
ICY THE SAME AS HIS OWN, 

EpinspurGs, Nov. 17.—West Calder was 
to-day handsomely draped with flags and bunt- 
mg and decorated with evergreens in honor of 
the visit of Mr. Gladstone. Great enthusiasm 
prevailed, and crowds of people lined the streets. 
“Mr. Gladstone arrived at 3:30 P. M., and a dele- 
gation of the new electors presented him with 
an address, which was received with cheers and 
unbounded enthusiasm. When he entered the 
hall to deliver his second speech of the Parlia- 
mentary Campaign it was packed with people 
who had been there for two hours, and the 
cheering and waving of handkerchiefs lasted for 

many minutes after the ex-Premier’s arrival. 
When order had been finally restored Mr. 
Gladstone began his speech. He said: “I have 
heard complaints since the passage of the Redis- 
tribution act that in Scotland the increase in the 
representation in Parliament is inadequate. 
This is not my fault. The whole Tory Party op- 
posed the proposal, but I was still able to secure 
a resemblance to what, in my opinion, should be 
the Scotch proportion. Dealing now with local 
administration, I can say thatif the Scotch peo- 


ple in the future make a demand for extended 
measures for local government the demand will 
be duly considered. The Liberals of Scotland 
are remarkable for their solidity and fibre. They 
are never violent nor disposed to adopt extreme 
measures. I trust this moderatioa will continue. 

**T nave already pointed out in my former ad- 
dress that it is very possible that by ap over- 
whelming majority of her members the Irish 
nation might present some demand. I ex- 
pressed confidence, however, that Ireland would 
never forget her duty to the union and the 
empire, though she might present a demand for 
a large change in the management of local 
affairs. Any demand of this character I de- 
clared ought to receive the attention and re- 
spect of Parliament. Since that declaration Mr. 
Parnell has conveyed to me through the confi- 
dential medium of the newspapers a suggestion 
that I had better frame a plan for the local 
goverpment of Ireland. I propose now to reply 
to Mr. Parnell in an equally confidential man- 
ner. Perhaps, you, gentlemen, won't mention 
jt. Doubtless, my friends at the tables below 
[meaning the reporters] won’t report it. But 
my reasons for not complying with Mr. Parnell’s 
request are that, though Ireiand wishes and de- 
serves respectful and tavorable attention, yet 
until the elections the Irish wishes are con- 
stitutionally unknown. I believe Mr. Parnell 
has taken me for a person wanting in experience 
in pubi'2 lifg, or one who has not profited 
by experience, if ne imagines me rash 
enough to make myselt a voluntary physician 
torthe people of Ireland instead of those au- 
thorized doctors she sends to the House of Com- 
mons. It would seriously damage any proposal 
hetebed in my mind if the Irish constitutional 
auestion shoud artse. If a proposal be made it 
can only be effectively made by the Govern- 
ment, although the Government is rather silent 
on the sudject and appears disinclined to use 
language ‘alculated to render less easy their re- 
Jations with the party to whom they owe much 
through the transactions of the last Pariiament. 
If the present Government continues every 
Minister of the Opposition will require to hear 
their views before expressing hisown. Thus it 
is imposssble to accede to Mr. Parnell’s kind in- 
vitation. 

** When speaking at Edinburgh I presumed to 
recom:nend a course to be pursued in regard to 
disestablishment, conscientiously appealing for 
the best interests of the party, though my re- 
marks were painful and disappointing to some. 
[Tremendous cheering.] There is nothing easier 
than presenting an enormous number of re- 
forms, but the sitting of 12 Parliaments reveals 
the extent of the work of Parliament: therefore 
[limited myself to imperative legislation, To 
reform the House of Commons was a great pub- 
jic measure. I know well that many of 
the disestablishers are the backbone of the 
Liberal Party. If the Scotch people made 
disestablishment a test question the supporters 
of the English Church would take the other side, 
the Scctca suffering severely from the contest. 
Let us come now to the subject of the present 
Government. Although, to speak plainly, but 
uninfiuenced by blind party spirit, I should wish 
their conduct to be as much like ours as possi- 
ble. I should wish the treatment they receive 
to be as unlike ours as possible. Nothing is 
more injurious than incessant questions in Par- 
liament. Nothing is more unjustifiable or mis- 
thievous than questions intended to annoy 
political opponents.” 

Turning to foreign affairs Mr. Gladstone said: 
“The Soudan question was the most difficult 
matter of recent years. We fell into error, but 
our opponents fostered theerror. Their com- 
plaint amounts to this—that we did not commit 
more or greater errors. We held that it was im- 
politic to continue in the Soudan. The incom- 
ing Government declared that it was a 
great mistake to withdaw; that the British 
oughtto remain in the Soudan to establish 
order. But they said that evacuation had 
gone on too far to be stopped and thatit must 
continue. Itis therefore palpable that our op- 
ponents’ only complaint is that we had not 
committed greater errors. Would you think it 
wise to remain in the Soudan in spite of our 
political relations and the bad climate of that 
country, with the purpose of establishing in- 
stitutions forcibly ? Thenthe Afghan frontier 
question arose. We adopted frontier lines ap- 
proved by the Ameer. The new Government 
adopted lines already laid out, and therefore 
credit him with agreeing to their lines. But 
the treatment our opponents received was 
very different from ours. e announced 
that we had offered certain moderate 
terms to Russia. Lord Randolph Churchill in- 
stantly declared that he heard with pain and 
shame the declarations of the Premier, showing 
that the interests and honor of the country were 
being trampled under foot. That isthe kind of 
assistance we obtained. The present Govern- 
ment saw that carrying out our policy was the 
only alternative, and they adopted it. They ob- 
tained our best support. Remember the condi- 
tion of the Afghans when we assumed office. 
Their monarch had been brought in sorrow 
to the grave, their independence had been de- 
stroyed and they were kept down by the Brit- 
ish. Suppose the same insane policy had been 
followed, could we have looked Russia in the 


face? Afghanistan was full of Russia's friends 
and allies ready to oppose us. Instead of that 
we brought peace to the Afghans. We with- 
drew our army and assented tothe reignof a 
wise Ameer. Otherwise I tremble to think of 
the consequence of a meeting with Russia allied 
to Afghanistan. 

“IT am likewise unable to complain of the 


Tory policy regarding the situation in the 
Balkans, It is regulated on sound principles 


which deserve support. It is a deplorable fact 
that Servia has been free from European inter- 
vention in carrying bioodshed among a people 
united by centuries of common suffering. It is 
a mournful spectacle my eyes have ever 
i Coming to home affairs, Mr. Gladstone said: 
* No graver error was ever committed than that 


of the condemnation of Earl Spencer by two 


leading members of the Government. I am 
aware of no previous instance wherein a party 
Was sO swayed by the conduct of its leaders. 
Earl Spencer, a man of the highest character 
ana experience, labored to the best of his ability 
—but not intallibiy—to administer justice in 
Ireland. I gravely lament and condemn the 
language used by those Ministers.” : 
Referring to the depression in trade, he said: 
“There is no more plausible proceeding when 
difficulties arise than to appoint a royal commis- 
sion to consider such questions. It shifts a re- 
sponsible load to irresponsible shoulders. I do 
nou deny that there is distress, though it is en- 
tirely less than prior to the passing of the reform 
and corn laws. There is distress now in the 
agricultural and coal industries, but it cannot 
be denied that food and clothing are cheaper 
than ever before. The Commissioners on trade 
flepression do not suggest remedies, or rather 
they suggest remedies worse than the disease. 
Lord John Manners is ready to impose a duty on 
foreign manufactures, and Lord Salisbury like- 
wise. Well, what remedies are proposed for the 
agricultural depression? Lord John Manners 
and Lord Salisbury do not suggestany. If the 
commission’s devices are countenanced we shall 
goon hear of a tax oncorn, Mr. Chaplin advo- 
catesaduty on corn, Itis melancholy and re- 
volting that such topics should be dis- 
cussed now. Toe whole country fought 
the subject for 25 years. Everything was 
arrested to solve the great problem. Suppose 
mining implements were taxed, the prices of 
bread and coal would certainly rise. These are 
woeful delusions. The people do not believe in 
them. When the reform began trade increased 


toa degree unexampled in the history of the 
world. Periods of distress, except in the case 
of the operatives in the Lancashire cotton dis- 
trict, bave been due to especial causes whicn 
were beyond human agency to deal witb. 
Such times of hardship have become al- 
most, if not absolutely, unknown, owing 
to the beneficent and blessed effects of free 
trade, The country has made a great step for- 
ward and will not go back. I cannot believe 
that there isaserious Liberal support of this 
quackery. The commission might as well at- 
tempt to root the Pentiands from their base and 
pitch them into the Firth. It is asserted that 
both parties have merely struggled to obtain 
ety: Look at the good which the Liberals 
ave accomplished. Slavery has been abolished, 
trade has been liberated, the newspapers are 
free, suffrage has been extended, the voter 
is protected. My memory does not serve 
to recail more. The Tories brought 
household suffrage. The Liberals made a mock 
reform real. Peel emancipated the Catholics 
and abolished the corn iaws, and his party 
turned him out. There stands unshaken the 
legislation of centuries effected by Liberals. 
Look at each party closely and ask yourselves 
which has done the better work. If the verdict 
be in favor of the Liberals I reply that they wiil 
persevere in the application of their principles 
Yor the benefit of the people.” 

A large Liberal meeting was held here to-day. 
at which a resolution was adopted in favor o 
the disestablishment of the Church of Scotland.

THE PHILHARMONIC CLUB. 

The Philharmonic Club entered last 
evening upon the eighth season ot its existence 
and gave the first of its series of four concerts at 
Chickering Hall. This body is not exactly the typ- 
ical representative of chamber music that a me- 
tropolis ought to possess, nor is Chickering Hall 
a piace as well fitted for the rendering of music 
of this order as could be wished, but the fact 
remains that the club is the foremost organiza- 
tion of the sort in this city and the hall the most 
suitable local for a good-sized audience to gather 
in. The members of the Philbarmonic, if their 
Performances are not always of the most 
finished kind, throw abundant spirit into 


their work, and, as the season advances, 
their execution acquires great precision 
and finesse. In the less exacting but no less at- 
tractive specimens of chamber musio which 
ney affect, their playing, as a rule, leaves 
little to be complained of at all times; the pros- 
perity of the club is, therefore, matter for con- 
gratulation. Last night’s programme, the in- 
terpretation of which occupied two hours, 
included Beethoven’s E flat trio, Opus 
70, No.2: Haydn’s G major quartet, No. 10; a 
sextet by Jadassohn, and two vocal numbers, 
sung by Mrs. Anna Louise Tanner. It isin no 
manner discreditable to the culture or taste of 
the audience to admit that the Haydn trio af- 
forded most satisfaction. To single out one 
of its four divisions as having pleased most 
appears absurd when one considers that each is 
essentiai to the symmetry of the whole struct- 
ure and each brimful of bright and fluent 
melody and delicious alternations of light and 
shade. Yetit must be recorded that the menu- 
etto, which is well nigh a violin solo, with 
the daintiest of accompaniments, wrought 
the liveliest impression, while the final allegro 
was encored and had to be partly repeated. 
The ullecretto of the Beethoven trio, in which 
Mr. Mills was greeted as the pianist, was also 
much applauded, but it cannot be denied that 
in respect of sympathy, tone, and breadth the 
elub’s rendering of the number was not strik- 
ing. Jadassohn’s sextet, composed especially 
for the club, was the novelty of the evening. 
On a single hearing it does not reveal much 
originality, but itis a thoroughly well written 
work, more to be welcomed, perhaps, because 
of its effectiveness than on any other grounds. 
Of its four divisions, the second, an an- 
dante in form of a nocturne, was particularly 
enjoyed, the cadenza for flute, and the flowing 
measures assigned in turn to the flute, the vio- 
lin, and the ’cello, and delightfully accompanied, 
charming at once the listener’s ear. The final 
movement is in shape of a _ tarentella, and 
it brings the sextet to a vivacious and 
effective termination. Jadassohn’s composition 
was capitally rendered, Mr. Arnojd’s violin 
solos and Mr. Weine’rs flute solos adding 
largely to its impressiveness. Mrs. Tanner, 
the songstress of the evening, had been 
beard in earlier concerts. She is somewhat 
deficient both in sentiment and style, but the 
purity andrange of her voice, and its extreme 
flexibility, which enabled her to sing easily and 
brilliantly the air with the F’s in altissimo from 
** Die Zauberfloete,” never fails to compel ap- 
plause.

MUSIN-HYLLESTED MATINEES. 

M. Ovide Musin, a violinist favorably 
known to the frequenters of the concert room, 
and Mr. August Hyllested, a young Danish 
pianist whose earliest appearance in this country 
was recently effectea, under Mr. Van der Stuck- 
en’s direction, gave the first of three matinée 
entertainments at Steinway Hall yesterday 
afternoon. While M. Musin does not rank with 
such virtuosos as Vieuxtemps, Wieniawski, and 
Wilbelmj, he has very distinct advantages over 


the rank and file of violinists. His tone is not very 
broad, but it is round and pure, his intonation is 
not always faultiess, but his phrasing is elegant 
and, so to put it, uncommonly expressive, and 
his appearance and manner are capitally suited 
to secure and hold the attention and admiration 
of miscellaneous audiences. There hus been no 
player of late years that bas combined so many 
solid attainments with those qualities that win 
the sympathy and approval of the average 
music lover. Concerning Mr. Hyliested, it 
is only necessary to repeat what was 
said in this place two days ago, when 
reference to his merits was first prompted by 
his début. The newcomer is a very procstinng 
eons pianist and as yet nothing more. M. 

usin and he, however, prepared between them 
an interesting programme, the interpretation of 
which was enjoyed by a large assemblage on the 
occasion under notice. Mr. Hyllested contrib- 
uted to it Beethoven's ** Appassionata” sonata, 
three numbers of Chopin's, and his own arrange- 
ment of Weber’s “Invitation to the Waltz,” 
and M. Musin was heard in a_é guite 
in G by Ries and in compositions by 
Henriques and Wieniawski. the exertions of 
both performers being united, moreover, in the 
well known variations from  Beethoven’s 
“Kreutzer” sonata. ‘The Chopin pieces were;Mr. 
Hyliested'’s most successful efforts; his vigorous 
rendering of his arrangement of the ‘ Invita- 
tion” cast no new light upon his technical skill, 
and a hearine of the achievement offered no as- 
surance that it would displace the standard 
transcriptions of the ever-popular work. 
M. Musin’s playing was of the familiar sort— 
dainty, spirited, and refined—the very reverse, 
in truth, of Mr. Hyllested’s, which is wanting in 
variety and finish, but which may add these at- 
tributes in after years to the solid excellences 
his execution already discloses. Miss Kate Bens- 
berg, a young lady gifted with a good voice, sang 
two songs during the concert—Mendelssohn’s 
“ Auf Fitigeln des Gesanges” and ¥ranz’s * Er 
ist gekommen.”

THE THOMAS POPULAR CONCERTS. 


The third of the Thomas popular con- 
certs was given in the Academy of Music last 
evening in presence of a very large and fashion- 
able audience. That these entertainments are 
really popular, as truly as performances of pure 
music can ever be popular, there is no doubt; 


they attract many people who can scarcely be 


called musical amateurs, those who can appre- 
ciate good music of a character not too abstruse 
although they are unable to analyze it or to 
clearly define its effect upon them. To attract 
this large and by no means unintellivent class 
of concert-goers is, we take it, Mr. Thomas’s 
desire, and for this reason. his_ series 
of “popular concerts” was projected. The 
programme last evening might therefore be

This pro- 
gramme of course calls for no extended review. 


Miss Powell was heard in the Bruch concerto no 
later than Jast Saturday night, and the purity of 
her tone and excellent intonation were com- 
mended at the time. In the delightful Beethoven 
romance her refinement and precision were 
made equally apparent. The young lady was 
warmly received by the audience, and her per- 
Tormance in both numbers was applauded with 
much heartiness, For the matinée to-morrow 
a varied and attractive programme has been ar- 
ranged.

Miss Schatz as a serving maid, Miss Delia 
asaspirituelie wife, and Mr. Walter asa pre- 
tentious humbug of an orator acquitted them- 
selves well. Mr. Urban gave a tolerably good 
representation of a speculator, and Miss Schultz, 
as a pace, met with favor.

THE GREAT CATTLE INDUSTRY. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—The third annual 
convention of the National Cattle Growers’ As- 
sociation was called to order to-day by D. W. 
Smith, of. Illinois, the President. Henry E. 
Alvord, of Massachusetts, was made temporary 
Chairman. The roll call showed there were dele- 
gates present from 23 States and Territories and 
from Canada. The Hon. Norman J.Colman, United 
States Commissioner of Agriculture, read an 
address on the cattle industry of the country 
and its needs. Few people, he suid, had any idea 


of the magnitude of the industry. A column of 
cattle 12 deep, extending across the continent 
from New-York to San Francisco and back again 
to Boston, would contain about the number 
there are in the United 
States. value of this wast herd is 
$1,200.000,000. The annual product of these 
animals exceeds in value four times the yearly 
earnings of all the railroads of the country. The 
great danger which threatens this great source 
of food is contagious disease. What is needed is 
a national Jaw for the slaughtering of diseased 
cattle and the stamping out of the disease by 
extermination. For this purpose Congress 
should be ssked to appropriate money.

A REPORT FROM HEDDEN 


RESULT OF THE INQUIRY INTO 
THY LEHMANN CASE. 
A DECLINE IN THE MARKET PRICES THE 
CAUSE OF THE DIFFERENCE IN DUTIES—~ 
MR. S. S. COX’S SECRETARY. 
& WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Collector Hed- 
den has made a report to Secretary Manning in 
the case of Leopold Lehmann, who demands an 
inquiry to ascertain why invoices of glassware 
consigned to him should have been advanced 
100 per cent. while, as he asserts, invoices 
of similar goods were passed at invoice prices. 
Collectur Hedden’s report is dated Nov. 14. 
He incloses a letter from Appraiser McMullen 
.andsome other papers referred to in the Ap- 
praiser’s letter. Mr. McMullen says that on 
Aug. 1acase inyoiced by Franz Welz, of Klos- 
tergrab, Austria, by steamer Russia, was ex- 
amined by Examiner F. B. Bieling, and 
found to contain a quantity of colored 
glassware and ornaments of Bohemian 
manufactures, some of which were believed to 
be invoiced at less than market values. After a 
careful examination and comparison with simi- 
lar articles imported by other reputable dealers 
nine items on the invoice were advanced 
from 50° to 100 per cent., to market 
value, and the invoice was returned. On 
Aug. 6 a reappraisement was demanded. 
and on Aug. 24 General Appraiser G. V. Brown 
requested the services of persons engaged 1n im- 
porting a similar class of merchandise as wit- 
nesses. He called upon J. M. Young, F. Gruber, 
Charles Abrenteldt, John Wygand, and G. D. 
Tallman. Mr. Louis Brass responded in place of 
Mr. Wygand, his partner. Mr. Tallman 
was excused. Mr. J. M. Young was 
selected by the Collector as merchant 
appraiser. The advance was _ sustained 
by the General Appraiser and Mr. Young the 
merchant appraiser. On Aug. 27 it was charged 
by Mr. Lehmann that similar glassware imported 
by J. M. Young & Co. had been passed at values 
similar to those named in Mr. Lehman’s invoices 
that were advanced. These arrived on Sept. 4 
and Sept. 25. They were examined by Ex- 
aminer Bicling. The importation tor Mr. Young 
arrived several weeks after those for Mr. Leh- 
mann, the Appraiser says, andin that interval 
there wasa reduction in the market value of 
that class of Bohemian glassware of from 30 to 
50 per cent. This statement is made upon the 
written opinions of C. F. A. Hinrichs, George 
Brugfeldt, L. Strauss & Sons, Bawo & Dotter, 
and Palmer & Co.,furnished to the Assistant Ap- 
praiser. 

Tne Collector does not more explicitly reply 
to Mr. Lebmann’s charges of partiality. In his 
letter to Secretary Manning he says: **Soon 
after assuming the duties of my present Office 
I found a veryjunsatisfactory' condition of affairs 
existed regarding the importation and appraise- 
ment of china and glassware. It being evident to 
my mind that undervaluation existed and that 
it was incumbent to take such steps as would 
correct the evils which 1 believed to exist in 
the importation of this class of merchandise, my 
first action was a recommendation that Mr. 
Lawrence, examiner of china, earthenware, &c., 
be removed, which recommendation was ap- 
proved by vou. Intheearly part of August last 
I transferred allof the china and glassware to 
the second division of this department, in charge 
of Assistant Appraiser C. A. Stevons, The re- 
sult of the change has been that advances have 
been made and sustained in almost every va- 
riety and grade of the above mentioned class 
of merchandise in question. At the time the 
transfer aforesaid was made Mr. O’Hara, 
in the performance of his duties, as the exam- 
iner failed to satisfy me of his ability to _satis- 
tactorily examine and appraise merchandise of 
60 much Importance as the above named, There- 
foro, in July last I requested the Board of Civil 
Service Examiners. to call an examination for 
examiners of china, earthern and glass ware, 
which resulted itn the qualification of 
ms. Es. Se Bieling and F. J. Burke, 
who received their appointments and entered 
upon their duties Aug. 1, 1685. Mr. Bieling, 
who examined the importation of Mr. Lehmann, 
referred to him on the first day he entered the 
service, was formerly employed by the well 
known firm of Messrs. Herman, Trost & Co., 
of this city, where he remained 14 years, 
and was by Mr. Trost most highly recommended 
asa capable and honest man. Since he was ap- 
pointed an examiner in this department he has 
performed his duties in a most satisfactory 
manner, and I am satisfied that he is not only an 
accomplished expert but a most conscien- 
tious and honest officer..””. The Collector 
also speaks well of General Appraiser 
Stevens and then leaves the matter with 
Secretary Manning, who has thus far only had 
opportunity to read the letters. The amount in 
dispute is smal]—about $100—but Mr. Lehmann is 
understood to be contending for fair play rather 
than the restoration of the difference in money 
between the invoice prices of his goods and the 
advanced prices at which they were held dutiable.

Jacksonian Democrats about the capital are 
murmuring at the appointment of Dr. Lee, a 
Philadelphia Republican, to be Secretary of Le- 
gation at Constantinople. Dr. Lee was named 
at Minister 8. S. Cox’s request, and it appears 
that his determination to select him is as old as 
his desire to be Minister to Turkey. Mr. Cox 
Was understood to have his eye on the place he 
now holds from the day Cleveland was elected 
President, and he did not hesitate to let his 
friends know it. Yor that reason, perhaps, as 
much as any other, the pay of the mission was 
advanced. The parade of Mr, Cox’s constitu- 
ents here, with the pretended reluctance of Mr. 
Cox to leave Congress tora diplomatic station, 
was only dalliance. At a dinner party, after 
Mr. Cox had been appointed Minister, he 
met Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks and he told them 
of his intention to choose Dr. Lee for Secretary 
of Legation. Mr. Hendricks remonstrated, say- 
ing that no matter what personal obligation he 


was under to Dr. Lee, he should take care of the 
Democratic Party first,and his friends of the 
Republican Party at some other time and 
in some_ other way. his story got out 
and Mr. Cox emphatically denied that he4ntend- 
ed to ask for Lee’s appointment. The necessity 
for a change was not deemed imperative, for the 
Secretary of Legation now on duty is a Demo- 
crat, appointed just before the change in Ad- 


ministration, with a view to accommodating 
some Democrats who were interested in 
i the place. In all of the  \Ilet- 
which Mr. Cox wrote to the 
Administration asking for Dr. Lee’s appoint- 
ment he did not once allude to his politics. As- 
sistant Secretary of State Porter, speaking of 
this appointment says: ‘** The appointment to 
such a place is always made at the suggestion 


of the Minister at the post, and no 


questions are asked. In this Instance Min- 
ister Cox sent a letter to the department 
requesting the appointment of = Lee 
and giving his name and address. His request 
was complied with without hesitancy and with- 
out making any inquiries as to his political or 
social standing. A iMnuister is conceded to have 
the right to name his secretary just as a General 


has the right to select the members of his staff. 
If Mr. Cox desired a Republican secretary there 


was no reason for denying him that privilege.” 





A BAD RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 17.—A serious 
accident occurred yesterday evening at Doris- 
town, eight miles from Gallatin, Tenn., in which 
seven persons were injured, some seriously. 


Public baptizing was the immediate cause of a 
large number of persons coming together at that 
place. The Rev. John Gillam and family were 
driving to the scene in a barouche, when Dr. A. 
Cc. Bryant drove up from behind. Bryant’s 
horse run into Gillam’s barouche. Both vehicles 
were upset, throwing the occupants out upon 


the road, The Rev. Mr, Gillam received injuries 


about the thigh; Mrs. Gillam had her arm 
broken; Arthur Gillam was badly wounded 
about the bead, and it is thought his skuli is in- 
jured; two little daughters of Mr. Gillam re- 
ceived internal injuries, the youngest being 
badly cut.

AID FOR GALVESTON.

MR. LASKERS’S SCHEME TO ASSIST PROPERTY 

HOLDERS IN THAT PLACE. 
‘Gatveston, Texas, Noy. 17.—A great 
many people are figuring on relief plans and 
projects just now. Members of the Relief 
Committee are pretty well agreed to- 
night that about 800 families will have 
to be assisted and helped to _ begin 
lifeanew. Already the committee has paid out 


nearly $32,000 among 490 families, but this 
money has only partially and meagrely placed 
them with enough to subsist upon for a 
brief spell. The committee calculates 
on 3800 additional families to be 
thus relieved, and then each family will again 
be visited and some more substantial assistance 
afforded them. The committee has thus far re- 
ceived nearly $77,000, and it is roughly calcu- 
lated that $200,000 ig the least sum that will 
comfortably provide for the sufferers during the 
Winter, now upon them, and enable them to get 
a fresh start. Mr. Moritz Lasker, one of Galves- 
ton’s prominent business men and brother of the 
late Herr Lasker, of the German Reichstag, ad- 
dressed THE TrMES’s correspondent a letter giv- 
ing his views on the subject, which are of in- 
terest. Itis as follows: 

DEAR SiR: Opinions differ as to the needs here for 
the purpose of relieving our sufferers by the late dis- 
astrous fire. In my _ opinion, 25,000 added 
to the sum already contributed, and which 
will easily be collected here and from con- 
tributions voluntarily offered from abroad, will 
suffice to alleviate the wants of all such persons who 
would accept any portion of the contributions as @ 
gift. Great good, though, might be accomplished by 
philanthropists abroad if property owners who are not 
able to rebuild could be enabled to do so by receiving 
as a loan on low interest at, say, 5 per cent. per annum 
such amounts as they might require to build up their 
homes again. Syndicates might be formed for the pur- 
pose of making such advances or loans, and notwith- 
standing our homestead Jaw they coutd so arrange the 
yet tog as to be entirely secure in the advance they 
muke. 

In conversation with Mr. Lasker and other 
members of the General Relief Committee it is 
learned that about $1,000,000 could thus be 
loaned out on long time to householders in the 
burned district. While it is true that the 
insurance money, which is over a million, will go 
far toward enabling property owners to rebuild, 
yet inquiry among insurance men shows that 
about eight-tenths of this insurance money will 
be paid to men who could afford to rebuild any- 
how. Thusthe heavy loss falls, as it invariably 
does, upon those who can least afford it. Mr. Las- 
ker’s reference to homestead law is explained 
whenitis known that under the Texas law 
homesteads are entirely exempt from attach- 
ment and sale for debt, no matter whether they 
are worth $5,000 or $500,000. This law could be 
circumvented for this occasion by deeds of 
trust, which syndicates could hold until loans 
were repaid. 

Among other donations received to-day for 
the benefit of the sufferers were trom James 8. 
Kirk & Co., Chicago, $200; Percy R. Pyne, New- 
York, $500: William Mumsen & Sons, Baltimore, 
$500; Hoffheimer Brothers, Cincinnati, $100, and 
several thousand dollars in smaller amounts. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17.—-The Citizens’ 
Relief Committee to-day telegraphed to Mayor 
Fulton, of Galveston, to draw upon it for $1,000, 
the money to be used for the sufferers by the 
late fire in that city. ‘ 

PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 17.—The balance of 
the yellow fever fund, $226, has been appropri- 
ated in aid of Galveston, and a public meeting 
will be held to-morrow to raise money for the 

same purpose.

A CHIP FROM THE OBELISK. 
While entertaining the New-York His- 


torical Society with an address on the impor- 
tance of the alphabet as a vehicle of history last 
night, the Hon. Luther R. Marsh took a piece of 
stone, shaped very much like a large arrowhead, 
out of a box and presented it to the society as 
one of the finest chips that had fallen from the 
Central Park obelisk before the shaft got its 
new coat of paraffin. “May the grace- 


ful stranger in our Park,” he said, 
“last 3.600 years hereafter, as it has 
8,600 years heretofore. l suggest that this frag- 
ment is worthy to take its place among your 
ancient Egyptian relics, by the side of the straw- 
less bricks of the Israelites made under the reign 
in which the obelisk was erected, and by the side 
of the Cheops signet ring.”

of the obelisk, Mr. Marsh said: “ It would be an

OBITUARY.

PROF. GUSTAVUS SEYFFARTH. 
Prof. Gustavus Seyffarth, the noted 
‘Egyptologist, died yesterday ‘morning at his 
residence, No. 1,468 Fourth-avenue, this city. 
Dr. Seyffarth was born at Uebigau, Saxony, on 
July 13, 1796. He studied at the Gymnasium, af | 
Leipsic, and afterward at the university in tha 
city. Later still he went to Paris anc studied 
for two years in company with Champollion, 
the famous French Egyptologist,and Dr. Rob- 
ert Young, of the British Museum. In 1823 
he published his celebrated work, “ Clavis Hie- 
roglocarum Egyptiacarum.” Two years later 
he was appointed Professor of Oriental Arche- 
ology in the University of Leipsic, and he held 
this position for 80 years. In the meantime 
he wrote extensively in German and Latin on 
theology, philology and mythology, history and 
chronology, and Egyptian archeology and lit- 
erature, and spent three years, under a com- 
mission from the Government of Saxony, ina 
close study of the ig museums of Ger- 
many, Italy, France, England, and Holland. 

Dr. Seyffarth always claimed that he was the 
first to decipher the hieroglyphics on the Ro. 
setta stone, and his claims have been recognized 
and defended against those of Champollion by 
Dr. Brugsch and other German scientists. In 
1855 he came to America and was appointed to 
the Chair of Archmology and Exegesis in 
the Lutheran Concordia Seminary, at St. Louis. 
In 1857 he published a work on Biblical chronol- 
ogy, which has been translated into several lan~- 
guages. Since 1871 he has resided in this city, 
and has deciphered numerous Egyptian manu- 
scripts in the collection of the Historical Society 
as well as those upon the obelisk in Central 
Park. He lectured on the subject of the obelisk 
a few years ago. 

On the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
his receiving the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
the University of Leipsic sent him a congratula- 
tory address, recognizing his services to science, 
and vindicating his discoveries as being more 
accurate than those of Champollion. At the 
same time he was also awarded the university 
premium for meritorious original research. 

The funeral will take place on Thursday aft- 
ernoon at 1 o’clock at the German Lutheran 
Church on Eighty-third-street. rn

THE MASONIC TEMPLE. 
fURIOUS HANDIWORK EXECUTED BY OLD:

People who have recently passed the Ma- 
gonic Temple, at Twenty-third-street and Sixth- 
venue, have been startied by seeing on either 
pide of the main entrance of the building post- 
ers bearing in large and lurid red letters the 


word “Crazy!” Upon pausing to discover what 


was the meaning of this ominous announcement 
they learned from smaller and less highly colored 
type that the blazing word crazy was part of 
the announcement that an exhibition of what 
js known as crazy work would open in the hall 
yesterday. Accordingly, at 10 o’clock yester- 
day, morning, the hour set for opening the show, 
a large number of ladies assembled at the door 
nd clamored for admission. The manager, Mr. 
Frederick Kyle, a gentleman who has been con- 
cerned in the perpetration of a number of exhi- 
Ditions of this kind, even going as far as a baby 
ghow. appeared and explained that, as he and his 
assistants had not come into possession of the 
hal! until 12 o’clock Sunday night, they had not 
yet got their exhibition in shape. At 1o’clock, 
however, the doors were opened, and the ladies 
who had reassembled were permitted to enter. 


Owing to the incomplete state of the display 
Shose who attended yesterday were allowed to 
yetain their tickets. The show will bein com- 
plete order to-day, and will be a curious and 
novei exhibition. : s : 

‘An bour in the Masonic Hall will give any one 
a fair idea of what woman’s work may come to 
when it becomes merely woman’s leisure em- 
ployment. All around the walls of the hall runs 

row of booths, arrangea like those at a fair. 

n front of them runs a substantial polished 
brass railing to prevent people from pushing in 
wmong the costly and delicate pieces of needle- 
work. Each booth has its walls and ceiling com- 
posed of crazy quilts and robes, while similar 
articles hang in gracetul folds between the 
booths. On the floors of the booths are rich 
rugs, and upon these rest sofa pillows, pincush- 
Jons, work baskets, screens, chairs, and, in short, 
nll kinds of articles which admit of ornamenta- 
‘tion with fancy needlework. Down the centre 
of the building run two rows of booths and 
gtands covered in most ‘‘admired confusion” 
with crazy work of every conceivable kind, At 
the end of the hall, on the speaker’s platform, 
‘were placed yesterday a number of chairs, over 
which were thrown some of the most elaborate 
pieces of work in the exhibition. This stand 
will be covered with booths by to-day, and will 
fontain many more pieces than it did yesterday. 
The incomplete catalogue which was to be had 
esterday contained a list of 1,928 pieces. Since 
t was made up more thah 500 additional entries 
oh been received and will be placed on exhi- 
ition to-day. 
| Among al was aquilt which will be the 
star” feature of the display. It is a famous 
‘autograph quilt, which has been exhibited in a 
mumber of places and has always been regarded 
ms a great curiosity, Mrs. Emma F. Wright, 
“who made it, began by sending a piece of silk to 
lara Louise Kellogg and asking her to write 
ther autograph on it. The request was complied 
‘with, and then a piece was sent Annie Louise 
Cary, who also put her signature on the silk 
and returned it. Pieces were sent to various 
people in this country and then to persons 
on the other side of the water. Queen Victoria 
plied through her Lord Chancellor, Sir Henry 
onsonby, and the Prince of Wales replied 
through his private secretary. James Russell 
‘Lowell wrote that he had no objection to see- 
ing his name “spread” in that way, and numer- 
ous other celebrities sent their autographs. 
Among those on the quilt are the autographs 
of the Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone, W. H. 
Gladstone, member of Parliament; Herbert 
Gladstone, member of Parliament; dy 
owler, Lady Knight, ex-President Arthur, 
resident Cleveland, Gen. Grant, Schuyler _Col- 
Sax, Gen. John A. Logan, the Rev. Henrv Ward 
Beecher, the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, the Rev.

THE DOOR THROWN OPEN. 

The door opening from the hallway 
jeading to Niblo’s Garden into the passage to the 
barroom of the Metropolitan Hotel was un- 
locked at noon yesterday in defiance of the 
Excise Commissioners, and the restaurant, bar, 
and lunch counters were again thrown open to 
the guests of the house without compelling 
them to pass into the street in order to reach 


them. Mr. James M. Otter, the manager of the 
Metropolitan, through his counsel, Judge Clancy, 
mppeared before Judge Andrews, of the Su- 
preme Court,in the morning, and secured a 
temporary injunction forbidding the Commis- 
spioners to revoke the license held by Mr. Otter, 
and ordering them to show cause op Tuesday next 
why this prohibition should not be made per- 
etual. Itis the intention of Mr. Otter, on be- 
alf of the Stewart estate, to test the right of 
the Excise Board to refuse him a license because 
his restaurant is so situated thatin order to 
reach it patrons of Nibio’s are: necessarily af- 
ay facilities for reaching th¢ bar of the 
otel. 
Speaking of the matter to a Trucs reporter he 
id: * With that door locked tie guests of the 
otel had no means of access to the restaurant, 
Junch counter, oyster counter, cigar stand, or 
Dilliard room without passing into the street. 
Witlo’s Garden is separated from the botel by a 
court yard, and the lease of the theatre only ex- 
tends to the stained glass doors to the west of 
the box office. The southern part of this hotel 
has no connection with the theatre whatever, 
pnd in order to reach the barroom the theatre 
S)patron must pass through the gate of Niblo’s 
und three doors. I sha!!, however, keep the par- 
tivion which | have erected at the entrance to 
the bar standing. 





CITY OR STATE CiVIL SERVICE. 

When Mayor Edson classified the em- 
pPloyes of the city under the Civil Service act, 
he included the subordinates of the Aqueduct 
Commissioners among them. The Corporation 
Counse} soon afterward rendered an opinion to 
the effect that the Aqueduct Commissioners 
‘were State officers and their subordinates were, 
therefore, not city employes. The City Civil 
‘Service Commissioners brought a test case, to 
determine the question, betore the Supreme 
Court. Argument was heard by Judge Law- 
rence yesterday. F. W. Whitridge merely 
claimed that the Aqueduct Commissioners 
‘were city officers. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Dean insisted taat the Commissioners 
‘exercised functions outside the city, and were 
not mentioned in the charter or the consolida- 
‘tion act, but were the creatures of the Legisla- 
ture by a direct act. To hold them to be city 
Officers at this late day, and to compel their em- 
‘ployes to pass the local civil service examiners, 
might be the same as determining that the en- 
gineers and inspectors under whose supervision 
the aqueduct bad thus far been built were not 
Properly qualified. Decision was reserved,

IN THE PESTHOUSE BY MISTAKE,

ANGELINE M. BROWN’S suIT FOR $10,000 
AGAINST DR. A. E. M. PURDY. 


Angeline M. Brown occupied the wit- 
ness, stand in Part 3, Suverior Court, for four 
hours yesterday, detailing to Judge Ingraham 
and a jury the story of her removal to the small- 


1879, on acomplaint to the Board of Health by 
Dr. A. E. M. Purdy. She is suing Dr. Purdy for 
$10,000 damages. After long delays trial began 
yesterday. Ira Shafer stated Mrs. Brown’s 
grievance to the jury. Her examination was 
conducted by William J. Marrin. Dr. Purdy 
was attended by Francis L. Stetson and by sev- 
eral medical friends, 

Miss Brown needed little prompting from 
counsel, Between Nov.5 and 17, she said, she 
caught cold and subjected herself to treatment 
prescribed, in part, by Dr. Purdy, in spite of 
which she was much debilitated. Among the 
appliances that she made of her own accord was 
a head bandage of acetic acid and hops, in the 
hope of relieving rheumatic pains. The acid 
dripped over ber hands, face, and neck and pro- 
duce@ arash. Dr. Purdy called on Nov. 17. He 
examined her face and hands witha glass. The 
same afternoon he returned with his father, Dr. 
A. 8S. Purdy, who made a similar examination. 
They informed her that she had varioloid and 
would have to go to the hospital. An hour or 
two later the younger Dr. Purdy called 
with Dr. Lockwood, who said that she 
would have to be removed that night. 
About 7:30 o’clock that night the ambulance 
calied for her. She objectea to going, and sent 
the driver to Dr. Purdy’s to make a final plea. 
Dr. Purdy was notin. Dr. Lockwood arrived at 
the store, however. as did Joseph J. Marrin, 
whom Dr. Purdy had summoned at her request. 
ln reply to Mr. Marrin’s protest against her re- 
moval Dr. Lockwood said that complaint had 
been made by her physicians, and the authori- 
ties had no choice in the matter. She must go, 
and force would be used if she did not go will- 
ingly. Rising from her bed, wrapped in a com- 
fortable, she was then assisted to the ambulance 
by the driver, and was taken to the receiving 
hospital on Sixteenth-street, reaching there at 
about 8:30 o’clock. The great ward to which 
she was taken had no other occupants. She was 
left there alone, weak, sick, and in great fright 
and mental distress. 

The next morning early she wastaken outina 
hard storm and carried to the island. When she 
arrived there she was wet through and so weak 
that the attendants would not allow her to try 
to walk, but carried her to the hospital on a 
stretcher. She was ordered to a ward up stairs. 
Her mind at this time was filled with pesthouse 
horrors, of which she had read, and she could 
have sunk to the floor. The nurse and Sisters 
of Charity who met her at the ward removed 
her wet clothing, and, dressing her warm- 
ly, put her to bed. That night she was 
left alone. She was nervous and frightened 
and cried so hardthat Dr. Bowen heard her 
from down stairs and wentto her. The next 
day he asked her how she happened to be sent 
there. She said it was by order of a great 
doctor, the President of the American Medical 
Society. He expressed doubt of her having 
smalipox, and the next day he summoned Dr. 
Janeway, of the Board of Health; Dr. Chapin, 
andtwo or three others to examine her. Dr. 
Janeway said she never should have been taken 
there. She was then at liberty to leave the hos- 
pital, but as there were no patients and she was 
very sick she remained until Dec. 2, when sne 
returned home. 

In telling her story Miss Brown was much agi- 
tated and broke down completely several times. 
She said that in her absence her customers had 
heard about thecase and she could prevail on 
only a few of them to deal with ber after her re- 
turn. She moved her store from Broadway and 
Twenty-third-street to another neighborhood, 
but the story followed her and kept trade away. 
From having a trade of $8,000 to $10,000 a year, 
with from $2,000 to $3,000 profit, which she had 
worked up with much laber for several years, 
she was made unableto carry on business enough 
to yield ber aliving. Cross-examination did not 
shake her story. Joseph J. Marrin corroborated 
her in regard to the incidents of her removal 
from home. Tie case will continue to-day. 


THE GOAT WAR RENEWED. 





LAWSON N. FULLER RETURNS TO THE FRAY 
WITH FRESH VIGOR. 

Mr. fiawson N. Fuller has begun anew 
an uncompromising warfare against the preda- 
tory and omnivorous goat. It would appear 
that the animals which he fondly imagined he 
had driven from the northern part of the island 
learned of his recent severe illness and returned 
in force to browse upon the tender sapling and 
fatten upon the stone walis and iron fences of 
the gardens on Washington Heights. Mr. Fuller 
was indignant, as he drove down the Riverside 
Drive yesterday morning, to encounter goats to 
the right of him and goats to the left of him, 
who winked wickedly and jumped nimbly to 
one side as he whirled by. Mr. Fuller forgot the 
wearisome labor which he had accomplished in 
the past when he saw that its results haa been 
Bwept away, and he began at once to lay planus 
for an aggressive campaign. 

“If I could only have driven over some of 
them,” he said to a Times reporter, “ I should 
bave been happy. But I believe the goats know 
me. Atany rate they got out of my way, and I 
shouldn’t wonder if they were laughing at me. 
But I have undertaken to exterminate this 
nuisance, andIam going to doit. The goats,” 
he continued, “ are reappearing in force in the 
Thirtieth Precinct, although Capt. Siebert prom- 
ised me faithfully that they should be sup- 
pressed, and I have always regarded him as a 
man of his word. He has got as sturdy and lusty 
patrolmen under him as any Police Captain in 
the city, and a little healthy exercise at this 
season of the year, in the form of catching 
goats, would be an excellent thing for them. 
Now that the cold weather is approaching and 
the grass disappearing. the public drives, which 
are lined with trees, will be in greater danger 
than ever from these offensive beasts unless 
something is done to suppress them. If Capt. 
Siebert will direct his attention to that part of 
the city lying between One Hundred and Tenth 
and ne Hundred and Twenty-fifth streets, 
Eighth-avenue and the Riverside Drive, he will 
— po goats than on any other part of the 

and. 

““l apprehend that there may be some diffi- 
culty in some of the precincts in securing a class 
of men as policemen whotake enough interest 
in the public welfare to do their duty in en- 
forcing the city ordinances in regard to goats 
and cattle found roamingin the highway. This 
may come from a want of experience on the 
part of some of the men. While visiting one of 
the Police Commissioners a few days ago I met 
a young man whose application for appointment 
as a patroiman was indorsed by one of our dis- 
tinguished Senators. When asked by the Com- 
missioner how long he had been a resident of the 
city, he answered meekly, ‘About two weeks.’ 
The Commissioner remarked that he thought 
the applicant had better wait a year or so, for 
the sake of appearances. Now, we may have 
men of this kind on the force, who have not yet 
learned the peculiar tactics of the American 
goat, but we are not going to continue to suffer 
on that account. We call on Capt. Sienpert 
most respectfully, as citizens and taxpayers, and 
residents of the Twelfth Ward, to protect the 
public drives against further damages by the 
goats.”

THE MUSEUMS ON SUNDAYS. 


—@——— 
MR, ROBERT HOE’S STATEMENT OF THE 
ATTITUDE OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Many thousand copies of a petition re- 
questing the Trustees of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art and the American Museum of 
Natural History to open, free of charge to the 
public, these institutions on Sunday are being 
circulated in various parts of the city. The pe- 
titions were prevared by S. P. Putnam, to whom, 
when filled with signatures, they will be re- 
turned, at No. 33 Clinton-place. “I feel very 
much encouraged over our work,” said Mr. Put- 
nam, “for the indications are that half a hun- 
dred thousand persons will join in our request.”’ 
When the petitions are all signed they will be 


turned over to Park Commissioner Beekman, 
who will present them to the Trustees of the 
museums for action. E 

Robert Hoe has been a conspicuously active 
avd devoted friend of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art for many years. He is also the employer 
of hundreds of men and a close student of the 
welfare of the masses. When shown a copy of 
the petition yesterday he sald: ‘* The first reason 
here given, that the city contributes largely to 
the expense, is not correct; the expense of prop- 
erly maintaining the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art is about $33,000 a year; the city pays about 
$12,000 of thissum. I have given much thought 
to the propriety of opening the museum on 
Sunday and there are two ways to look at it. 
I want todo that which will redound to the 
greatest good of the citizen. Anything which 
will elevate the condition of the laboring classes 
is to be desired, and [ think all our Trustees are 
a unit in this regard, but the question is put by 
some, Will a benefit be bestowed upon the 
working people by opening the museums on 
Sunday ? Will not the employment on the Sab- 
bath by us of persons necessary to care for the 
museum set a bad example and lead to general 
work on that day? Avyain,an extra expense 1s 
incurred and there are some of our best 
contributors who do not like the Sunday 
idea and may withdraw their offerings 
if we yield to the popular clamor. 
It may be saidthat so far as the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art is concerned its Trustees are 
striving to get at the facts from all sides so that 
they may act intelligently, and with true re- 
gard for the best interests of all concerned. For 
my part I am in favor of testing the matter 

ractically; that is to say, open the museum 
Bundays sufficientiy long to draw a satisfactory 
conclusion as to the possible good it may do. 
We can get around the extra expense by closing 
it during the same hours of Monday that it is 
open on Sunday. I favor as the hours for open- 
ing on Sunday from 1 P. M. until dark. The 
matter has not yet been brought before us 
tormally.” 


EXPLAINING LARGE ESTIMATES. 


SEVERAL CITY OFFICERS BEFORE 
SENATE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
Register Reilly, prompted by a veteran 
clerk, told the Senate committee yesterday 
about the duties of employes in his department. 
Last year he employed about 30 men on an aver- 
age. In this year’s estimate he asks for $62,525 
for copying libers, or nearly double the amount 
appropriated last year. This was due, he said. 
to the condensation of 60 books by Judge Dono- 
hue. Senator Daly figured it out that the liber 
clerks averaged about four pages of copying a 


day. The Register said that four or five pages a 
day was good work for a clerk. 

George F. Wood, Clerk of the Special Sessions 
Court, said that for $6,000 a year he did about all 
the work of the court, except to decide the 
cases. However, he had a deputy at $5,000 a 
year, three subpcena clerks at $2,000 a year each, 
@ messenger at $1,500 a year, a stenographer at 

2,500 annually,and an interpreter with $2,000 
yearly salary. The Clerk judged that an aver- 
age of 140 subpoenas a day weresent out from 
the court. Hedid not know, he said, where the 
Board of Police Justices got its authority for

‘employing the subpena clerks, nor that the law 


required the Clerk and the Deputy Clerk to at- 
tend to the work. 

Dock Commissioner Koch was asked to ex- 
plain an increase of $17,000 over last year in the 
estimates forrunning his department. He said 
that it was to pay five new dockmasters and 
other clerical help, which the Commissioners 
considered necessary. It would simplify mat- 
ters, the witness said to Senator Daly. to have 
the Dock Department apply to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment for all its money, 
the same as the other city departments did, and 
not issue any bonds on the authority of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners. 

Lawyer Strahan read a letter from a firm of 
coal dealers, claiming that Kissam & Randolph, 
another coal firm, were getting the continual 
use of 100 feet of wharf from the city at For- 
tieth-street and the North River for $2 a day, 
using a canalboat there asacoal yard. Senator 
Piunkitt said the privilege, if granted at all, 
was worth $15 a day. Commissioner Koch 
thought the wharfinger’s name was Erwin, a 
man recommended to the board by Mayor 
Grace. He would investigate the matter at once. 
Le committee will listen to more testimony to- 
day.

THE ALDERMEN SERVED WITH A MANDAMUS 
IN BEHALF OF DR. DEMOREST, 

The returns from the Twenty-second, 
Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth Assembly 
Districts were canvassed by the Aldermen, act- 
ing as County Canvassers, yesterday. Alderman 
Hartman during the session claimed that Ferdi- 
nand Eidman, one of the Republican candidates 
for Coroner, had been given 100 more votes than 
the number to which he was entitled in the 
Fourteenth Election District of the Eighteenth 
Assembly District. He claimed that in 
that district Eidman had _ been _ credited 
with 115 votes, whereas the poll clerxs’ 
return filed in the Mayor’s office showed 
that he could not have received more than 15 
votes. Alderman Hartman moved that the In- 
spectors of EHiection in the district be cited be- 
fore the Committee on Corrected Returns, to 
explain their returns. The motion was lost, and 
some of the friends of Dr. John H. Demarest, 
Mr. Eidman’s opponent, threatened to bring the 
matter before the courts. Subsequently the 
Canvassers were served with a mandamus, and 
on motion of Alderman Van Rensselaer, the 
Corporation Counsel was requested to appear 
for the board. Dr. Demarest’s friends claimed 
that by allowing Eidman the extra 100 votes the 
Canvassers practically declared that more votes 
were cast in the district than there were regis- 
tered voters. 

In the Twenty-third Assembly District there 
was a close contest on the Aldermanic vote be- 
tween George B. Brown, the Republican candi- 
date, and Patrick Ferrigan, the united Demo- 
cratic nominee. The official returns showed the 
following result; Ferrigan, 3,780; Brown, 3,778; 
Ferrigan’s majority, 2. In nearly every election 
district there were either blank or defective bal- 
lots, the total number of the former being 16, 
and of the latter 31. In ail these cases the re- 
turns were referred to the Committee on Cor- 
rected Returns. The result of the contest may 
thus be changed.

DE COMEAU’S CONTESTED WILL. 
The hearing in the De Comeau contested 
will case was resumed yesterday at New- 
Brighton, Staten Island, before Surrogate 
Stephens. Father Lewis, Rector of St. Mary’s, 
Clifton, who had known Louis De Comeau 29 
years, testified that he was eccentric in his dress 


and unreasonably violent and self-willed in 
temper. He kept the company of his daughter 
Yolande, to the exclusion of the rest of his 
family. Toward tne end of his lite mind and 
body seemed to break down. Mr. Velie, a stock 
farmer, testified to De Comeau’s dazed and 
feeble condition on one occasion when he was 
being shown some horses for carriage use. H. 
A. Thysebart, William Potts, the coachman, and 
Thomas Potts, a clerk, testified to the constant 
companionship; of the father and daughter 
Yolande, and to his habitual submission to her 
wishes. She had flown into a passion with Mr. 
Thysebart because he had telegraphed the an- 
nouncement of Louis De Comeau's death to his 
sons, who had not set foot in the house for near- 
ly 20 years.
